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Compliance Guidelines for NU Boosters 


The University of Nebraska Athletic Department takes great pride in abiding by the National Collegiate Athletic Association (NCAA) and the Big 12 Conference 
rules and guidelines that govern Division | competition. For the benefit of the many alumni, fans and booster club members who are so active in supporting 
and assisting the Huskers throughout the year, we would like to remind everyone of a few definitions and rules that apply to all athletic representatives and 


boosters. 


NCAA Principles 
Institutional Control 

Itis the responsibility of the University of Nebraska to control its intercollegiate 
athletic program in compliance with the rules and regulations of the NCAA. 
Responsibility 

The University of Nebraska's responsibility for the conduct of its program 
includes responsibility for the actions of its staff members and for the actions 
of any other individual, booster or organization engaged in activities promoting 
the athletic interests of the institution. 
Compliance 

The University of Nebraska must monitor its program to assure compliance 
and to identify and report to the NCAA instances in which compliance has not 
been achieved. An institution found to have violated NCAA rules is subject to 
disciplinary and corrective actions as determined by the NCAA. 


NCAA Definitions 
Athletic Representative/Booster 

You are considered to be a University of Nebraska athletic representative 
if you: 

» Are a present or past member of a University of Nebraska booster club or 
agency that promotes the Huskers’ intercollegiate athletic program; 

> Have made financial contributions tothe athletic department ortoan athletic 
booster organization of the University of Nebraska; 

> Are, or have been, providing benefits (e.g., summer jobs, meals etc.) to 
enrolled student-athletes, their family members or friends; 

> Are, or have been, involved in any manner of promoting the University of 
Nebraska intercollegiate athletic program. 

Please note: Once an individual is identified as an athletic representative, 
that person retains that identity indefinitely. The University of Nebraska is 
ultimately responsible for the acts of all “representatives of athletic interests" 
in relation to NCAA rules and regulations. 


Prospective Student-Athlete 

A prospective student-athlete is a student who has started classes for the 
ninth grade or above, including students in prep schools and junior colleges, 
as well as students who have officially withdrawn from a four-year institution 
and plan to transfer to another institution. In addition, a student who has not 
started classes for the ninth grade becomes a prospective student-athlete if 
the institution or a booster provides the individual or the individual's relatives 
or friends with any financial assistance or benefits that the institution does 
not provide to prospective students in general. A good rule of thumb is to treat 
ALL STUDENTS as prospects. 


Student-Athlete 

Astudent-athlete is a student whose enrollment was solicited by a member of 
the athletic staff or other representative of athletic interests with a view toward 
the student's ultimate participation in the intercollegiate athletic program. 


Contact 

A contact is any face-to-face encounter between a prospect, or the 
prospect's parent or legal guardian, and an institutional staff member or 
athletic representative during which any dialogue occurs. 


Recruiting 

Recruiting is any solicitation of a prospect or a prospect's family member 
(or guardian) by an institutional staff member or by an athletic representative 
of the institution, for the purpose of securing the prospect’s enrollment and 
ultimate participation in the institution's intercollegiate athletic program. 


Guidelines and Reminders for Boosters 

> A booster may not contact the prospect, prospect's coach, principal or 
counselor in an attempt to evaluate or recruit the prospect. 

>» A booster may not expend funds to entertain or provide transportation for 
prospective student-athlete, family members or friends. 

>A booster may not become directly or indirectly involved in making 
arrangements for a prospect, or the prospect's relative or friends to receive 
money or financial aid of any kind. 

> A booster may not contact a prospective student-athlete through letter 
writing, telephone calling or other forms of communication, 


However, here are a few ways that a Husker booster may be involved: 

> Do discuss summer employment opportunities with a prospect after he/she 
has signed a National Letter of Intent with the University of Nebraska. 

> Do attend high school athletic events without contacting prospective 
student-athletes. 

> Do continue existing friendships with families and friends of prospective 
student-athletes, 

> Dosend recommendation letters, newspaper clippings or similar information 
about prospective student-athletes to Husker coaches. 


Extra Benefits Guidelines for Boosters 
Extra Benefit 

An extra benefit is any special arrangement by an institutional employee or 
an athletic representative to provide a student-athlete or the student-athlete’s 
relative or friend a benefit not expressly authorized by NCAA legislation. 


Boosters may not provide any special arrangement considered to be an 
extra benefit by NCAA definition. Examples of extra benefits include but are 
not limited to: 

» Providing cash or loans of any amount; 

> Signing or co-signing for a loan or other forms of financial assistance; 

> Providing the use of a telephone to make local or long distance calls; 

» Transporting a student-athlete or providing the use of a vehicle; 

> Providing free or reduced rent housing; 

> Giving gifts of any kind (i.e. birthday, Christmas, Valentine's Day); 

> Promising a student-athlete post-graduate education or employment; 

> Offering free services (i.e. clothing, airline tickets, laundry, car repair, 
haircuts, restaurant meals); 

» Providing payment to a student-athlete for a booster club speaking 
engagement; 

» Providing employment for relatives or friends. 


However, here are a few ways that a Husker booster may help: 

> Do invite a student-athlete to participate in non-profit, charitable or 
educational events. 

> Do invite a student-athlete into your home for an occasional meal. 

> Do contact the NU Athletic Compliance Office for approval prior to a student- 
athlete engaging in outside speaking or promotional activities. 

> Do pay a student-athlete the commensurate rate for actual and legitimate 
employment.

Please take a moment to review the following policies 
and services that are intended to assist you in your coverage of Husker gymnastics 
this season. Thank you for your continued interest in collegiate gymnastics. 


Media Parking: Parking for the media is located adjacent to the Bob Devaney 
Sports Center on the south side, The south street lot is accessible from Court 
Street from 17th St. 


Devaney Center Directions: The Bob Devaney Sports Center is located on the west 
edge of the Nebraska State Fairgrounds. To reach it from the Lincoln Municipal 
Airport, turn right on Northwest 12th Street as you drive out of the airport. 
Northwest 12th Street becomes Cornhusker Highway. Travel east on Cornhusker 
to 27th St. Make a right turn south on 27th to Holdrege. Take Holdrege west 
to 17th St. Make a right turn north on 17th St., which becomes Court St. From 
Omaha's Eppley Airfield, follow the signs to downtown Omaha and I-480. Take 
|-480, West to |-80, then take I-80 West approximately 60 miles to the 27th St. 
Exit. and follow the instructions above. 


Interviews: All media requests for interviews with Nebraska gymnasts should 
be directed to Bonnie Ryan at least one day in advance, Gymnasts are usually 
available for telephone interviews early afternoons and evenings. The best time 
for in-season interviews is after practice at the Mabel Lee Hall practice gym, 
With advance notice, interviews can be arranged for other hours. 


Coach Dan Kendig Interview Time: The best time to reach Coach Dan Kendig 
for an interview is weekdays from 1 to 2 p.m. or on Wednesday afternoons from 
1 to 6 p.m., central time. Interviews with Coach Kendig should be coordinated 
through Bonnie Ryan in the Media Relations Office at (402) 472-0694. Coach 
Kendig's office telephone number is (402) 472-3808. 


Post-Meet Interviews: Nebraska gymnasts and coaches are generally available 
on the gym floor immediately following the presentation of team and individual 
event awards. 


Press Row Location: Press row for most Nebraska gymnastics meets is located 
on the south sideline of the gym floor.

Press Room: The Devaney Center press room is located off the hallway at the 
southeast corner of the arena. The press room opens one hour before each 
meet. 


Media Services: Meet notes and media guides will be provided before each meet. 
Final results will be available following each meet in the press room. Starting one 
hour before each meet, refreshments and a light meal will be served for members 
of the working press in the courtside room. A Media Relations representative 
will be in the working media room on the south side of the Devaney Center the 
until all writers have filed.

Sports Center Working Media Room. All long distance calls must be credit card, 
collect or billed to a third number. 


Photographers: All working photographers in the Bob Devaney Sports Center must 
display their working credentials.

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The Big 12 Conference 


The Big 12 celebrates its 10th anniversary season of competition in 
2005-06. While there have been many proud 
accomplishments in the first nine years of the 
conference, the league and its members are also 
excited and poised for a bright future. 

Over the past nine years, 24 different teams 
and over 200 individuals have won NCAA 
Championships. This past season marked 
the most successful in conference history. 
Baylor won the crown for women’s basketball, 
becoming the first Big 12 squad to win in that 
sport. Colorado won both the men’s and women’s 
cross country trophies, just the fourth school in 
NCAA annals to win both in the same year. Oklahoma State regained the top 
spot in wrestling, winning the national title for the 33rd time. Texas captured 
its fourth women’s outdoor track and field crown, along with its sixth national 
championship in baseball. A total of 23 individual event titles were also 
claimed by the Big 12. 

Eight football squads have played in BCS bowls in the last six seasons. 
The Big 12 leads all conferences with four appearances in the National 
Championship game, In basketball, an unprecedented eight men’s and women's 
basketball teams have advanced to their respective Final Fours in the past 
four seasons as the Big 12 continues its place among the elite intercollegiate 
athletic conferences. 

The Big 12 and its member institutions are committed to a competitive 
environment where sportsmanship and fair play take center stage. Whether 
on the field, in the classroom, or within the community the student-athletes, 
administrators, coaches and game officials of the Big 12 support the highest 
ideals in sportsmanship. 

Competitive excellence, scholarships and sportsmanship are all equal 
components of the Big 12's philosophy. All-Big 12 teams and All-Big 12 
academic squads are recognized for each sport at the end of their respective 
seasons. 

At the end of each academic year, the Conference honors its top male 
and female student-athletes with the Big 12 Athlete of the Year and Big 12 
Sportsperson of the Year awards. 

Institutions can also nominate student-athletes for the prestigious Dr. 
Prentice Gautt Postgraduate Scholarships at the end of each academic year. 
A total of 129 scholars have received more than $680,000 in postgraduate 
financial aid through the first eight years of the program. 

The Big 12 sponsors 21 sports. Men's squads include baseball, basketball, 
cross country, football, golf, indoor track and field, outdoor track and field, 
swimming and diving, tennis and wrestling. Women's teams are fielded in 
basketball, cross country, golf, gymnastics, indoor track and field, outdoor track 
and field, soccer, softball, swimming, tennis and volleyball. 

The conference is made up of 12 institutions that have shared many 
traditional rivalries throughout their histories. Member schools include Baylor, 
Colorado, lowa State, Kansas, Kansas State, Missouri, Nebraska, Oklahoma, 
Oklahoma State, Texas, Texas A&M and Texas Tech. 

The institutions created a league that encompasses seven states, over 
42 million people and more than 18 million television households within its 
geographic footprint. 

The conference conducts championships for 20 of its 21 sports. Each 
championship helps to determine teams and/or individuals that will represent 
the Conference in national postseason competition. The winner of the Big 12 
football championship game earns the league's berth into the prestigious Bowl 
Championship Series. 


Kevin Weiberg 
Commissioner 
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The Big 12 is under the direction of its third commissioner, Kevin L. Weiberg, 
who took over the reigns in December 1998. Under Weiberg's guidance, the 
league distributed over $105 million to its member institutions for the 2004- 
05 academic year, nearly doubling the first allocation of $54 million in the 
conference's inaugural 1996-97 campaign. 

Weiberg has also helped lead the Big 12 into additional football bow! 
agreements and expanded television opportunities for all sports through 
contracts with ABC/ESPN, FSN, TBS and CSTV. 

The Big 12 has its headquarters in Dallas, Texas, where Weiberg and his 
staff administer to over 4,600 student-athletes in 21 sports.

Seven NCAA Super Six Finals Appearances

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Huskers Focused on Eighth Straight Trip to N 


The Nebraska women's gymnastics team heads 
into the 2006 season with a long tradition of success 
to continue, a conference title to defend and a crop 
of rising stars ready to lead one of the nation’s elite 
collegiate programs to an eighth consecutive NCAA 
Championships appearance. 

As defending conference champions, the Huskers 
begin the year focused on another Big 12 crown and 
are Set to play host to the conference meet on March 
25. Nebraska was the only Big 12 conference squad 
represented in the heated Super Six Finals, finishing 
sixth nationally with a score of 196.425 in 2005, 


Leading with Experience: The Returnees 

Although NU faces a schedule full of talent-laden 
teams, the Huskers own strong credentials to face 
the challenges. Sophomore standout Emily Parsons 
was a four-time All-American as a freshman in 
2005, earning first-team honors on floor exercise 
while also being named a second-team honoree 
on vault, beam and the all-around. Parsons, who 
captured three individual titles at the South Central 
Regional Championships, was chosen as the 2005 
Big 12 Newcomer of the Year and will be a crucial 
part of NU’s lineup in 2006. 

Junior Michele Zabawa won the Big 12 uneven 
bars title last season, while also earning a second- 
team All-America award on the event at the NCAA 
Championships. Zabawa is a two-time All-American, 
and although she was hindered by injuries and did 
not compete as an all-arounder in 2005, she is again 
considered one of the top choices to perform on all 
four events for the Huskers. 

Sophomore Desiré’ Sniatynski is NU's final 
returning All-American, having claimed second- 
team honors on bars in 2005. Sniatynski quickly 
established herself as one of NU’s most reliable 
competitors on bars and has the ability to contribute 
in the all-around this season. A solid performer on 
every event, Sniatynski competed as an all-arounder 
three times last year, including twice at the NCAA 
Championships, where she filled in for an injured 
Richelle Simpson. 

On floor exercise, the Huskers will look to returning 
letterwinners Stephanie Carter and Brittney Williams 
for their powerful tumbling abilities and previous 
experience on the event. Carter, a junior, and 
Williams, a sophomore, competed in nearly every 
meet on three events, and Carter’s career-high 
9.95 on vault in 2005 keeps her in contention for 
one of the Huskers’ top vault spots. A vault, beam 
and floor worker last year, Williams showed incredible 
consistency on every event, scoring a 9.725 or better 
each time in postseason competition. 

Junior Dani Millis and sophomore Kylee Johnson 
round out the mix of NU’s returning letterwinners. 
Millis competed as a valuable reserve on vault 
and floor in the past two seasons, including an 
appearance on floor at lowa State last year. The 
Frisco, Texas, native, who primarily trained vaullt, 
beam and floorin the offseason, could contend for 
time in the Huskers’ lineup in 2006. Like Millis, 
Johnson saw limited action in 2005, butcame through 
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at the NCAA Championships by 
taking Simpson's place in the 
uneven bars lineup. The only 
Lincoln native on the roster, 
Johnson will miss the 2005 
season due to injury. 


A Bright Future: The New 
Class of Huskers 

Redshirt freshman Vanessa 
Meloche enters the 2006 
season fully recovered from 
foot and knee injuries that 
kept her out of gymnastics for 
the past two years. A seven- 
year Canadian National 
team member, Meloche will 
be especially valuable on 
bars and beam, two events 
where she has excelled in 
international competition. 

Headlining the heralded 
incoming freshman class 
is Canadian Olympian Kylie 
Stone, who joined the Huskers 
after the fall semester. 
Stone, who competed in the

The Calgary, Alberta, native performs a Yurchenko 
layout full and a Khorkina on vault, along with a 
double layout, whip double pike and a full-in on 
floor. 

Joining Stone are Sabrina Long of Tulsa, Okla., 
and Tricia Woo of Milpitas, Calif. Long, a former 
Junior Olympic vault champion, shined on all four 
events in preseason practices and could compete as 
an all-arounder in selected meets. A strong tumbler, 
Long has the ability to compete a double pike on floor 
in 2006 and is considered to be an exceptionally 
aggressive gymnast by the Nebraska coaches. 

Woo is described by the coaching staff has having 
a unique style on her events and is a contender for 
NU's lineup on vault, beam and floor this year. With 
a solid combination of twisting and power, she has 
strong jumps on beam and executes a switch leap 
with a half turn in combination with a one-armed 
flip-flop layout. Woo exhibits beautiful tumbling on 
floor as well, with a double layout, a triple twist, a 
double pike and a front through to a two-and-a-half 
twist in her arsenal. 

Alise Cecchini is the final member of the freshman 
class. A walk-on competitor from Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, she has found her niche on beam, where 
she presents a front aerial back handspring layout 
stepout. Cecchini is considered an athlete who 
could make significant contributions to the Husker 
program in the coming years of her career. 


Familiar Foes: The 2006 Schedule 
Nebraska takes on a daunting schedule for the 


2006 season, including facing perennial powers 
Utah, Alabama, LSU and Michigan. The Huskers will 
begin the year in Baton Rouge, La., with the Super 
Six Challenge, where three Southeastern Conference 
teams — Alabama, LSU and Auburn — will take on 
Big 12 powers Nebraska, lowa State and Missouri. 
Alabama boasts three-time NCAA champion Ashley 
Miles and 2004 U.S. Olympian Terin Humphrey, last 
year's NCAA uneven bars champion, to lead the Tide. 
LSU star April Burkholder will continue to serve as 
the main force in the Tigers’ all-around lineup after 
earning five All-America nods last year. 

NU returns home for its first meet of the season 
at the Devaney Center on Jan. 13, matching up with 
defending Big Ten champion Michigan. Despite 
losing three-time NCAA champion Elise Ray, the 
Wolverines return five All-Americans, including 
eight-time honoree Jenny Deiley. UM narrowly edged 
Nebraska for the 2005 South Central regional team 
title and finished just ahead of NU in fifth place 
(196.575) at the NCAA Championships. 

Nebraska will then travel to Salt Lake City to face 
10-time national champion Utah. The Utes, who lay 
claim to one of the most successful programs in 
college gymnastics history, present a challenge to 
the Huskers almost every year, as the two teams 
consistently meet in postseason competition. NU 
triumphed over Utah in February of 2005, posting 
a 196.65-196.60 victory. The win not only defeated 
the then-top team in the nation, but gave Nebraska 
a push to its first-ever No. 1 national ranking the 
following week. Utah is a likely contender again 
in 2006, having returned fifth-year senior Gritt 


Three Returning All-Americans Give Huskers Talented Nucleus 


Hofmann and 2002 World balance beam champion 
Ashley Postel. 

Following a home meet with Missouri and an away 
competition at Oklahoma, NU will travel to State 
College, Pa., to tangle with 2005 national qualifier 
Penn State, Rutgers and Yale. The Nittany Lions, 
who finished 10th nationally last year, return one 
All-American in senior Lisa Clark. 

After three straight away meets, the Huskers 
return home for the annual Masters Classic on 
Feb. 26. NU has won the past 11 Masters Classic 
titles and will look to defend its champion status 
against San Jose State, Northern Illinois and 
Central Michigan. Following another regular-season 
competition with lowa State, the final away meet of 
the season includes a trip north to take on Alaska- 
Anchorage. The Seawolves are an up-and-coming 
Division | program, having made the switch from 
Division Il just two seasons ago. UAA's top returner 
is junior Dominique Ingram, the national floor 
and vault champion at the 2004 USAG Collegiate 
Championships. 

Nebraska returns home for its final regular-season 
dual with the latest addition to SEC gymnastics, 
Arkansas, and will finish off the year at the Devaney 
Center by playing host to the Big 12 Championships. 
Continually solid at the conference level, NU won five 
individual conference titles in 2005, and four Huskers 
earned All-Big 12 accolades in Norman, Okla. 


Junior Michele Zabawa is a two-time All-American. 
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Nebraska's Power Punch: Vault 

Although Nebraska lost its strongest vaulter 
in nine-time All-American Richelle Simpson, 
the Huskers return five gymnasts with previous 
experience in the lineup. Parsons headlines the 
group, as she was a second-team All-American 
as a freshman and is among the most powerful 
vaulters in the nation. Carter, Sniatynski, Williams 
and Zabawa also return as top vaulters. Sniatynski, 
who was recovering from a knee injury before 
her freshman year, is expected to show major 
improvement in power and consistency of landings 
after a year of training. Additionally, the Huskers 
will rely considerably on Carter, who was one of NU's 
most dependable vaulters in 2005 by scoring at least 
a 9.75 in 14 appearances and posting a career-high 
9.95 at lowa State. 

Freshmen Stone, Woo and Long are also 
considered contenders for the vault lineup, and 
Millis could contribute in a reserve role for the 
Huskers. Overall, NU boasts a 10.0 start value 
for every competitor, making it one of the team's 
strongest events. 

"We're going to have a lot of depth on vault 
this year," Head Coach Dan Kendig said. "With 
the Yurchenko layout full being a 10.0 vault for so 
long, [vaulting] is going to be a strength for a lot 
of programs. Now the difference will be how high 
they are, how far they are and how well they land. 
We have some very strong vaulters who 
will really step up and do that for us on 
a regular basis." 


Swinging to New Heights: Uneven Bars 
The Huskers return two All- 
Americans to their uneven bars lineup 
with Zabawa and Sniatynski, who were 
both second-team honorees in 2005. 
Zabawa also won her first Big 12 bars 
title last season and will keep a similar 
routine for her junior campaign. 

Parsons and Williams are 
Nebraska's two final returnees on 
bars. Parsons primarily served as NU's 
leadoff on the event as a freshman, and 
Williams was largely considered one of 
the most powerful and consistent bars 
competitors in her first year. 

A former Canadian national 
champion on bars, Meloche will make 
her collegiate debut for the Huskers 
in 2006, as she has an arsenal of six 
possible release moves for her routine. 
Freshmen Stone and Long are also top 
possibilities to round out NU's top 
seven competitors for the season. 

"Depending on Emily's recovery from 
her shoulder surgery, we could definitely 
see her back in the bars mix this year," 
Kendig said. "But we also have three 
very strong people in Michele, Desiré 
and Brittney. Vanessa is as great on 


bars as I've ever seen, and she is very aggressive. 
She just attacks the event, and | see bars being very 
solid for us this year." 


The Balancing Act: Balance Beam 

Balance beam was the Huskers’ hardest hit 
event, as they lost three All-Americans from the 2005 
squad: first-team All-American Richelle Simpson, 
second-team honoree Jamie Saas and last year's 
NCAA runner-up, Kristi Esposito, 

Parsons is NU's top returnee on beam as she 
garnered second-team All-America honors last 
year. The sophomore performs one of Nebraska's 
strongest beam routines with three flight series 
and a powerful punch front. Carter, Zabawa and 
Sniatynski -- who came through as a replacement 
for Simpson on beam at the NCAA Championships 
last spring -- also return to the lineup. Long, Stone 
and Woo, a Junior Olympic regional beam champion, 
are likely factors on the event, and Meloche could 
see time on beam in addition to her duties on bars. 
Millis will provide valuable depth on beam in her 
junior season, 

"We're excited about the competitors we have 
back," Assistant Coach Danna Durante said. "Emily 
is the real deal on beam, and Desiré worked hard over 
the summer to improve her technique and landings. 
| feel very encouraged by our beam team and the 
abilities they have shown in the offseason.” 


Finishing with Flair: Floor Exercise 

By far the Huskers’ most entertaining event, 
floor exercise is also one of the most promising. NU 
looks to Parsons as its standout returnee, as she 
finished third nationally on the event as a freshman. 
Although Nebraska lost three top competitors from 
2005 -- Simpson, Saas and Esposito -- the team 
brings back two extremely powerful tumblers in 
Carter and Williams, who will showcase a new 
routine for her sophomore season. Floor is also 
a strength for Stone, who was the 2004 national 
champion on the event in Canada. 

Woo and Long are likely to add to the floor lineup 
on a regular basis in their first year, and Zabawa 
could return to floor competition after delaying the 
debut of a new routine as a sophomore. With another 
revamped routine to feature her dance skills, Millis 
is a key backup on floor in 2006. 

“Floor will be a really big event for us this 
year,” Kendig said. “We have a lot of confidence 
in Emily Parsons; she’s one of the best around 
on floor. Brittney is so much more confident with 
her dancing, and our freshmen will make some 
great contributions right away. We've seen a 
lot of improvement in the offseason with all our 
gymnasts, and we're looking forward to seeing 
them in competition this season.” 
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Guide to Women's Gymnastics 


General 

Six gymnasts from each team compete on each of the four events. The team 
score is obtained by adding the five highest scores on each event. Individual 
optional routines, put together by the gymnast to express herself through the 
skills she performs the best, have a starting value of only 9.5. An additional 
five tenths can be earned, up to four tenths by performing skills of the highest 
level (difficulty), and up to four tenths for performing a series of high level skills 
(combination), Only one tenth must come from difficulty and only one tenth 
must come from combination. The rest may come from either. 

Common deductions are landing deductions, One tenth is taken away 
for each step or large hop that the gymnast takes, while only half a tenth is 
taken for a small hop. Other deductions include bent arms, legs, toes or leg 
separation. Falls that occur are deducted five tenths each time. Finally, a 
gymnast can receive a neutral deduction on balance beam and floor exercise. 
Neutral deductions are one tenth; and are received for being over time on beam 
and floor, and for stepping out of bounds on the floor exercise. They occur each 
time a gymnast violates these rules. Each event, with the exception of vault, 
has a series of six (bars) and seven (beam and floor) special requirements (SRs),

Vault 

Vault is unlike any other event. There are no specific requirements. It requires 
speed, quickness and explosive power. Unlike the other events each vault has its 
own start value. Many vaults done in college do not start from a 10.0. Deductions 
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are taken from the start value for technical errors in the pre-flight (approach), 
the block (the rise from the horse), the post-flight (height and distance from the 
horse) and the landing. Each gymnast will perform only one vault. 


Uneven Bars 

An uneven bar routine must contain at least two bar changes; these are the 
first two SRs, A bar change is when the gymnast moves from the high bar to 
the low bar or vice versa. It must also contain two release moves; these are 
the third and fourth SRs. A release move is defined as when the gymnast lets 
go of the bar with both hands and flips or twists and regrasps the same bar or 
the other bar. Uneven bar routines must contain change of direction. This is 
the fifth SR; it must be a change of at least 180 degrees or more. The final SR 
is a dismount. A bar routine must contain at least 10 skills.

Balance Beam 

The balance beam is 16 feet long, four feet high and merely four inches wide. 
Performing on the beam requires precise movement and intense concentration. 
A balance beam routine cannot be more than 90 seconds. The first special 
requirement a beam routine must contain is a tumbling series. It must also 
contain a series of two leaps and/or a series of one tumbling skill and one leap 
skill. These two series are the second and third SRs. The fourth SR is that the 
gymnast's torso must touch the beam at some point during the routine. The 
gymnast must complete a turn of at least 360 degrees on one leg for the fifth 
SR. The sixth SR is a leap with large amplitude. This requirement may be part of 
the leap series, the gym/acro series or entirely on its own. Finally, the gymnast 
must dismount the beam. This is the final SR.

Floor Exercise 

Floor exercise is a combination of dance and tumbling to music on a 12 meter 
by 12 meter space. The duration of a floor routine should be between 70 and 90 
seconds. A floor routine must contain at least two tumbling passes, first SR, 
one of which contains two flips, second SR. It must also contain three different 
flips within the two tumbling passes, third SR. A floor routine must contain a 
series of three leaps, fourth SR, and a series of two leaps and a tumbling skill 
or two tumbling skills and a leap, fifth SR. One of the leaps in the routine must 
be of “C" value or higher, sixth SR. The final SR is that the routine contains a 
dismount commensurate with the rest of the routine. Floor exercise has become 
not only one of the most beautiful of athletic events, but one of the most daring 
and exciting as well.

When Nebraska Head Coach Dan Kendig was 
hired in 1993, his goals were to return Husker 
gymnastics to national prominence and to have 
Nebraska in a position to win a national title, while 
also maintaining the highest standards of academic 
excellence. 

Kendig has accomplished those goals in his 13- 
year tenure, as the Husker gymnastics program is 
considered among the nation’s elite in both the gym 
and the classroom. 

Over the past eight seasons, Nebraska is one of 
only four programs, along with Alabama, Georgia 
and UCLA, to qualify for six or more NCAA Super 
Six Finals, and the Huskers have earned NCAA 
Championship berths in 10 of the past 12 years. 
Under Kendig, 24 NU gymnasts have combined to 
earn 85 All-America honors since 1995, nearly nine 
times NU's previous total of nine awards in the 
program’s first 18 seasons. 

At the conference level, the results are equally 
impressive. Nebraska has won 10 of the past 12 
conference titles, including an unprecedented six 
straight Big Eight/Big 12 crowns from 1994 to 1999. 
In addition, Nebraska has had at least one individual 
conference champion in each of the past 12 seasons 
and nine all-around champions, while six gymnasts 
have been conference newcomers of the year. 

Since Kendig arrived at NU, his teams have 
compiled an outstanding 285-104-3 record (.723), 
including a 201-36-1 record during the regular 
season and an 84-68-2 mark in the postseason. 
He has also earned national, regional or conference 
coach-of-the-year honors in eight of the past 12 
seasons. 

Nine of Nebraska's nation-best 13 CoSIDA 
Academic All-America awards in women's 
gymnastics have come under Kendig, while he has 
produced two finalists for NCAA Woman of the Year 
(Shelly Bartlett in 1997 and Richelle Simpson in 
2005). He also coached Joy Taylor when she became 
the 1996 CoSIDA Academic All-American of the Year, 
as well as Simpson, who was recognized with the 
2005 NCAA Top Eight Award after her senior season. 
Kendig has produced numerous other academic all- 
conference and scholastic All-America selections in 
his time at Nebraska, 

For his accomplishments with the Husker 
gymnastics program, Kendig was honored by his 
peers as the NCAA Coach of the Year in 1999 and 
2003. 

Under Kendig’s guidance in 2005, the Huskers 
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compiled a 21-13 record and a second-place finish at 
the NCAA South Central Regional. The team traveled 
to its seventh consecutive NCAA Championships, 
where NU finished in sixth place behind Georgia 
(197.825), Alabama (197.40), Utah (197.275), UCLA 
(197.15) and Michigan (196.575). The Huskers made 
their seventh NCAA Super Six Finals appearance in 
Kendig’s 12-year career. 

Four gymnasts earned seven All-America awards 
at the NCAA Championships, with freshman Emily 
Parsons leading the way with first-team honors on 
floor and second-team accolades in the all-around, 
balance beam and vault. Sophomore Kristi Esposito 
was a first-team honoree on beam, and sophomore 
Michele Zabawa and freshman Desire’ Sniatynski 
earned second-team recognition on the uneven 
bars. Senior Richelle Simpson, a nine-time All- 
American, was honored as the AAI American Award 
winner, making her the first Nebraska gymnast to 
accomplish the feat. Simpson was also named 
Nebraska's Female Student-Athlete of the Year, 
earned a prestigious NCAA Postgraduate Scholarship 
and was honored with the NCAA Top Eight Award. 

Kendig’s first decade at Nebraska produced 
their share of memorable moments, including nine 
conference titles, eight NCAA appearances and the 
NACGC academic team title in 1995. 

In his first season as head coach in 1994, Kendig 
led the Huskers to their first Big Eight title since 
1990, while earning conference coach-of-the-year 
honors. Seven gymnasts, including Kim DeHaan, 
who was selected the Big Eight Newcomer of the 
Year, earned all-conference honors, and Nebraska's 
fourth-place regional finish was its best in four 
years. 

In 1995, Nebraska continued to move toward 
national prominence. Behind conference titles from 
Martha Jenkins and DeHaan, Nebraska repeated as 
Big Eight champions. At the Midwest Regional held 
at the Bob Devaney Sports Center, Nebraska finished 
second, allowing the Huskers to return to nationals 
for the first time since 1990. The Huskers placed 11th 
at the NCAA Championships, and Taylor became the 
sixth Husker in school history to earn All-America 
honors, placing 15th on the uneven bars. 

Kendig’s 1995 squad also earned considerable 
praise in the classroom. The Huskers were named 
NCAA academic gymnastics team champions, 
compiling a 3.561 team grade-point average, while 
seven Huskers were named to the Big Eight Academic 
Honor Roll, including Nicole Duval, who repeated as

a CoSIDA first-team Academic All-American, and 
Taylor, who was named a second-team CoSIDA 
Academic All-American, 

The 1996 Huskers closed the book on the Big 
Eight with a dominating performance at the final 
conference meet. Kendig was named coach of the 
year for the third straight season, as NU won its 
12th and final Big Eight title. In the individual 
events, DeHaan and Taylor combined to win all four 
individual titles, marking the first time that NU swept 
the four events at the league meet. Taylor won the 
all-around, while Misty Oxford was named Big Eight 
Newcomer of the Year. 

After advancing to the NCAA Championships 
for the second straight season, the Huskers just 
missed a bid to the Super Six by the slimmest of 
margins, .025 of a point, finishing 10th. DeHaan 
earned All-America honors on the uneven bars by 
finishing 11th. The 1996 squad also boasted a pair of 
first-team CoSIDA Academic All-Americans in Taylor 
and DeHaan, marking the third straight season NU 
had at least one academic All-American. Taylor, who 
was selected the Academic All-American of the Year, 
and DeHaan both sported perfect 4.0 GPAs. 

In 1997, Kendig's Huskers rewrote the record 
book, setting school records on each apparatus 
in posting a 22-2 regular-season mark, NU's best 
record in seven years, The Huskers, behind seven 
all-conference selections, captured the inaugural 
Big 12 title, as Shelly Bartlett won the all-around 
title and two individual event titles, while Brink tied 
Bartlett for the uneven bars crown and was selected 
as the Big 12 Newcomer of the Year. 

After finishing third at regionals, the Huskers 
recorded one of the most memorable moments in 
school history at the national championships in 
Gainesville, Fla. After missing the Super Six Finals 
by .025 in 1996, the Huskers claimed a berth in the 
finals by hitting all 24 routines in the preliminary 
session, forcing a tie with top-ranked Utah, Nebraska 
won the tiebreaker, which was the score of the sixth 
gymnast in each event, 234.725-234.350, to make 
its first appearance in the Super Six Finals. The 
Huskers finished sixth, as Bartlett, Brink, Oxford 
and DeHaan captured All-America honors. 

In 1998, NU posted a 14-4 regular-season mark 
and won its fifth straight league title, The first time 
in conference history a women's gymnastics team 
had won five titles in a row. Nebraska also paced the 
Big 12 in the classroom, as eight gymnasts earned 
academic All-Big 12 honors, including seven first- 


team honorees. Three Huskers were named NACGC/W 
Scholastic All-Americans. 

In 1999, Nebraska enjoyed one of the most 
successful seasons in program history, going 26-10, 
winning the Big 12 title and qualifying for the NCAA 
Championships. NU returned to the Super Six for the 
first time since 1997, finishing sixth, as Brink, Oxford 
and Courtney Brown all earned All-America honors, 
In addition, four gymnasts captured Scholastic 
All-America honors, while all 10 athletes who were 
eligible for academic all-conference honors earned 
first-team or honorable-mention accolades. 

The 2000 season was a special one for Kendig 
and the Huskers, as Nebraska celebrated its silver

Championships. The Huskers set school records on 
the vault, floor exercise and as a team with a stellar 
198.30 against lowa State. Junior Richelle Simpson 
won national titles in the all-around and on the 
floor exercise to lead a group of seven gymnasts 
who earned a total of 16 All-America honors, the most 
awards Nebraska has received in a single year.

Kendig’s ties to Husker gymnastics date back 
to 1981, when he served as an assistant under 
Judy Schalk for three seasons. In his first stint at 
Nebraska, the Huskers won two Big Eight titles 
and made NCAA appearances in 1982 and 1983. 
The 1983 squad was one of only five NU squads 
in school history to win an NCAA regional. 

In 1983, Kendig became the head coach at 
Indiana University of Pennsylvania, where he 
stayed until 1992. His teams captured NCAA 
Division Il national titles in 1988 and 1989, 
won six regional titles and produced 37 All- 
Americans. 

During the 1993 season, Kendig served as 
head coach at Cornell, where he coached three 
academic All-Americans. Kendig, who earned 
a bachelor’s degree in physical education from 
Kentucky in 1979, returned to NU after the 1993 
season. At that time, he also became an instructor 
at the Woodward Gymnastics Camp in Woodward, 
Pa. In his 25 years at Woodward, Kendig has 
advanced from an instructor to a program director 
to a master staff instructor.

Danna Durante (pronounced dur-RAN-tee) 
begins her fourth season at Nebraska, serving as 
the Huskers’ balance beam coach and floor routine 
choreographer. In addition, Durante assists with

Durante has contributed to Nebraska's continued 
success in the gymnastics arena, as the team placed 
second in the 2005 NCAA South Central Regional 
and finished sixth at the NCAA Championships at 
Auburn University. 

Last year, Durante helped the Huskers to to their 
seventh straight NCAA Championships appearance. 
Under her guidance, two Huskers earned All-America 
honors on the balance beam: Kristi Esposito, who 
placed second and earned first-team accolades and 
Emily Parsons, a second-team selection. The Huskers 
finished in third place on beam in the preliminary 
team competition in Session |. 

NU won nine individual beam titles under 
Durante's watch in 2005. Richelle Simpson, who 
was the cornerstone of the Huskers’ beam lineup, 
won five regular-season titles, while Parsons and 
Esposito each claimed two. 

Durante has coached such talents as Simpson 
-- whose stellar performance on the balance beam 
at the 2003 NCAA Event Finals landed her runner- 
up and first-team All-America honors in her junior 
year -- and Jamie Saas, who garnered second-team 
All-American status in her junior year. 

Simpson also notably scored perfect 10.0s on the 
balance beam and floor exercise against Oklahoma 
in 2003. Simpson became the first Husker to score a 
perfect 10.0 in school history on the balance beam, 
and the perfect beam and floor routines marked the 
first time in school history that a gymnast had scored 
a perfect 10 in two separate events during a meet. 

“Danna has been a perfect fit for our system,” 
Head Coach Dan Kendig said. “The team really 
appreciates her hard work. She is a tremendous 
asset for the gymnasts as a choreographer on floor 
and with her experience on beam.” 

Durante spent five seasons as an assistant 
coach on Bob Levesque’s staff at the University of 
Washington, where she helped guide the Huskies to 
the 1999 NCAA West Regional title and a seventh- 
place finish at the NCAA Championships. Durante 
handled choreography duties for the Huskies, while 
also coaching the beam and floor. She was honored 
as the West Regional assistant coach of the year in 
1999 and 2002.

Romanian Adrian Burde (pronounced bur-DAY) 
has brought a wealth of international experience to 
the Husker coaching staff in the past four seasons, 
and it showed often during 2005. The Huskers had 
one of the most triumphant postseason finishes in 
school history, and much of the credit for their 
continued success should be given to Burde, who 
serves as vault, floor exercise and conditioning 
coach for the Huskers. 

“| can’t tell you what he's meant to our program,” 
Head Coach Dan Kendig said. “His experience and 
his knowledge of this sport and his means of 
communicating, means of motivating the athletes 
to achieve their best, is just unbelievable. Before 
Adrian arrived, | felt we had a good conditioning 
program; however, since his arrival he has taken 
our conditioning program to a higher level.” 

Burde coached Emily Parsons to first-team 
All-America honors on floor exercise and second- 
team honors on vault in 2005, as the freshman 
finished third nationally on floor in the individual 
event finals. It was Parsons’ strong, 
dynamic tumbling that also propelled 
NU to its seventh NCAA Super Six 
Finals appearance in school history. 

The Huskers captured 12 vault 
titles in 2005, as Parsons and 
Richelle Simpson each won six 
regular-season event crowns. In 
addition, Burde helped the Huskers 
earn 14 floor exercise titles. Parsons 
earned seven titles, and Simpson 
had six first-place finishes. Desiré 
Sniatynski also grabbed one floor 
title in addition to her five uneven 
bars crowns. 

In 2003, Simpson was named a 
first-team All-American on vault, 
bars, beam, floor and the all-around 
after the NCAA Championships. Burde 
guided Simpson to national titles in 
the all-around and floor exercise, as 
well as eight individual floor titles and 
nine first-place finishes on vault. In 
addition, four other Huskers -- A.J. 
Lamb, Tiffany Byrd, Tami Harris and 
Jess Wertz -- earned 17 vault and floor 
titles under Burde's guidance. 

During Burde’s first season at 
Nebraska, Lamb and Wertz earned 


first-team All-America honors under his guidance, 
while Simpson garnered second-team accolades. 
The duo of Lamb and Wertz also shared the vault title 
at the Big 12 Championships, while Lamb captured 
the vault title at the Northeast Regional. In all, the 
Huskers won six vault titles in 2002. Burde also 
handles tumbling for Nebraska, and helped the 
Husker gymnasts secure nine floor titles, including 
four by Lamb and three by Simpson. 

Burde came to Nebraska after spending a year 
at the Bart Conner Gymnastics Academy, where he 
was the head coach of the girls’ program. While 
at Bart Conner, Burde coached Level 10 and elite 
international gymnasts, including U.S. National 
Team members Larissa Stewart and Lori Wynn. 

A member of USA Gymnastics, Burde has worked 
alongside some of the greatest coaches in women's 
gymnastics history, including Bela Karolyi, who 
coached the U.S. women’s team to a gold medal in 
Atlanta in 1996. 

Burde began his coaching career in 1994 in 


Romania, and was a Junior National team coach 
until 1999. He joined the staff of Steaua Bucharest, 
the top junior club in Romania, in 1997, and helped 
guide the team to a title at the national meet in 
1998, including capturing the top four places in the 
all-around. While with the club, Burde worked with 
Eliza Stoica, who coached the Romanian national 
team to a silver medal at the 1992 Olympics in 
Barcelona. 

An accomplished gymnast in his own right, Burde 
was a member of the Romanian Junior National 
Team from 1988 to 1992. He joined the French 
club team Aix les Bains in 1992, and captured the 
all-around title at the 1994 French national meet. 
Aside from competing for the club, Burde helped 
coach younger gymnasts. 

In addition, Burde has coached national and 
international athletes in three countries.

Harvey Perlman was named the 19th Chancellor of the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln on April 1, 2001. He had served as Interim Chancellor of the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln since July 16, 2000. 

A former dean of the University of Nebraska College of Law (1983-1998), 
Perlman also served as interim senior vice chancellor for academic affairs at UNL 
(1995-96), Perlman, a Nebraska native, was raised in York, Neb., and earned a 
bachelor of arts in history and a juris doctorate from the University of Nebraska, 
During his law school years, he was editor in chief of the Nebraska Law Review 
and was elected to the Order of the Coif, a law honors society.

Josephine (Jo) R. Potuto, the Richard H. Larson Professor of Constitutional Law, 
has been Nebraska's faculty representative to the NCAA and Big 12 Conference 
since May 15, 1997. 

Potuto was appointed in January 2003, to hold one of the Big 12 Conference's 
three seats on the NCAA Division | Management Council, the chief administrative 
and legislative body of Division |. She is in her fifth year as a member of the Division 
| Committee on Infrations (COI). The COI meets six times annually to conduct 
hearings, make findings of culpability and impose sanctions on institutions for 
violations of NCAA bylaws. Potuto also serves on a committee of the Division I-A 
Athletic Directors Association that reviews NCAA legislation and tracks the NCAA 
governance structure. 

Among her Big 12 Conference committee responsibilities, Potuto served on the Big 12 
Conference Commissioner Search Committee and onthe conference strategic planning 
committee.

At Nebraska, Potuto is an ex officio of the academic senate’s intercollegiate 
athletics committee and of the subcommittee to evaluate academic support services. 
She was vice chairwoman of the rules governance committee of NU's NCAA site 
certification committee, and she chairs the athletic department's NCAA Legislation 
Committee. 

Potuto was project director and a drafter of the Uniform Law Commissioners 
Sentencing and Corrections Act, as well as the drafter for the Nebraska Supreme 
Court Committee to Draft Criminal Jury Instructions, She is the author of three books 
and numerous articles. 

Potuto teaches constitutional procedure and criminal law as well as a course in 
sports Jaw. She joined the Nebraska law faculty as an assistant professor in 1974 
and was named to the Larson professorship in 1988. Potuto has been a visiting 
professor of law at the University of Arizona, Rutgers University, the Cardozo College 
of Law at New York’s Yeshiva University, the University of Oregon, the University of 
North Carolina and Seton Hall University. While on sabbatical during the 1983-84 
academic year, Potuto was an assistant prosecutor in the Essex County (Newark, 
N.J.) prosecutor's office. She also spent five summers working in the prosecutor's 
office in Morris County, NJ. 

Potuto earned her bachelor's degree in journalism at Rutgers’ Douglass College 
and her master's degree in English literature at Seton Hall in 1971. She received her 
juris doctorate at the Rutgers Law College in 1974. She is a member of the bar for 
the U.S. Supreme Court, the U.S. Court of Appeals for the Third Circuit, and the U.S. 
District Courts for Nebraska and New Jersey.

Tradition, Teamwork, Integrity. These are the core values of the Husker Nation, 
and also the principles of champions. 

After being named his alma mater's 12th athletic director on Dec. 20, 2002, Steve 
Pederson quickly established these ideals as the driving force that would guide 
Nebraska back to the pinnacle of collegiate athletics. 

To reach that objective, Pederson's first priority was improving Nebraska’s facilities 
to attract the best student-athletes in the country. Plans were quickly put in place 
for what will become one of the premier athletic complexes and indoor fieldhouses 
in the nation. 

The benefits of the new facilities could be extraordinary considering the Huskers’ 
recent success, Leading the way in 2004-05 was the Nebraska baseball team, which 
grabbed national respect by reaching the 2005 College World Series and winning a 
school-record 57 games. It was the third time in five years NU played on the sport's 
grandest stage, as the Huskers ended the greatest season in program history among 
the final six teams battling for a spot in the championship series, 

Nebraska squads led the Big 12 with eight regular-season or tournament titles 
in 2004-05, including a conference-best six regular-season championships, It was 
the most titles by the Huskers since the 2000-01 campaign. Nebraska also won 
four Big 12 coach-of-the-year and two player-of-the-year honors while adding five 
freshman- or newcomer-of-the-year accolades. 

In 2004-05, 13 of Nebraska's 23 varsity sports were ranked among the top 25 in 
their final national polls or at the NCAA Championships, led by the women’s bowling 
team which earned the national title for the second consecutive season. It is the 
only team to win the championship since the sport was recognized by the NCAA. 
Overall, Nebraska has won 22 team national titles to rank among the top collegiate 
programs in the country. 

Inthe classroom, five Huskers earned CoSIDA Academic All-America honors, raising 
Nebraska's NCAA-leading total to 222, while Huskers earned 531 honors the last two 
semesters by being selected to the Big 12 Commissioner's Honor Roll with a 3.0 or 
better GPA. A conference-leading 139 Husker student-athletes claimed academic 
All-Big 12 honors and 108 earned their degree last year. 

Pederson is an award-winning athletic director with experience at four prominent 
Division | schools. A tireless worker with a contagious winning attitude, Pederson 
is implementing his vision for the future of Nebraska, which includes three vital 
components to success: a staff that will outwork the competition; enhancing facilities 
in order to attract the nation’s best student-athletes; and a unified approach to enable 
student-athletes to succeed in all facets of life. 

Nebraska's championship tradition has been built by outstanding student-athletes 
and coaches over the years, but Pederson believes the foundation of Nebraska's 
success is its fans — not only the 1.7 million people who call the state home, but 
also fans who support NU from around the nation. 

Since December 2002, Pederson has worked hard to integrate Husker fans into 
the NU athletic program. He declared the 2003-04 season the “Year of the Fan” and 
conceptualized the first Husker Nation Tour, where football coaches, players and staff 
blanketed the state. The event was.an instant success, and has reached more than 
35,000 fans across the state over the past three years. 

In November of 2003, Pederson announced the Husker Nation Championship 
Drive, a $50 million fund-raising project to support the creation of the Tom and 
Nancy Osborne Athletic Complex. The state-of-the-art building will house renovated 
athletic medicine, weight room and locker room facilities along with football and 
administrative offices. The comprehensive project also includes a new indoor facility 
and practice fields that will benefit each of Nebraska's 23 programs, and will provide 
an additional 6,000-plus seats for Memorial Stadium, pushing capacity to 80,000 
when construction is completed this fall. 

Pederson’s efforts have the interests of the student-athletes in mind. He has 
implemented support programs to aid student-athlete’s academic, athletic, 
personal and professional development. In order to assist student-athletes with 
their postgraduation pursuits, he worked with Assistant Athletic Director for Student 
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Life Keith Zimmer to enhance Nebraska's nationally recognized Life Skills program. 
They created the Life Skills Award for the team that demonstrated the strongest 
commitment to all phases of the life skills program, including outreach, education 
and leadership, 

A firm believer in the philosophy that hard work pays off, Pederson was given his 
first chance at leading a Division | program when he was hired as athletic director at 
Pittsburgh in 1996. A young and relatively unknown commodity at the time, Pederson 
returned the Panthers to the national spotlight in just six years and was named the 
recipient of the 2002 General Robert R. Neyland Athletic Director Award, annually 
presented by the All-American Football Foundation for outstanding administrative 
achievement. 

Pederson helped construct several new facilities at Pittsburgh, including shaping 
the vision of the Petersen Events Center, a convocation center that provided Pittsburgh 
with one of the finest college basketball arenas in the country. Behind Pederson’s 
efforts, the Panther football team was blessed with the Duratz Athletic Complex 
and the UPMC Sports 
Performance Complex, 
a practice Venue that 
opened in 2000. In 
2001, the Panthers 
debuted Heinz Field, a 
new facility the football 
team shares with the 
Steelers. Pederson also 
oversaw major upgrades 
to several Olympic sport 
facilities. 

During his tenure at 
Pittsburgh, Pederson 
hired six coaches who 
combined to earn Big 
East Coach-of-the-Year 
honors in football, men’s 
basketball, women's 
basketball, volleyball, 
baseball and track and 
field. 

Under Pederson’s 
head coaching hires, 
the football team made 
three straight bowl 
appearances, including two victories, while the men's basketball team went on to 
gain back-to-back Sweet 16 berths. 

In his first stint at Nebraska, Pederson helped negotiate the origina! football 
contract with adidas in 1995 and oversaw the recent completion of a new contract 
that will supply all Husker teams with adidas apparel through 2010, 

If it seems that Pederson has a passion for the Huskers, he does. In fact, although 
Pederson lived outside the state for 13 years while gaining valuable experience at three 
major Division | institutions, Pederson’s love of Nebraska has never wavered. 

Pederson and his wife, Tami, both earned degrees from the University of Nebraska. 
Steve earned his bachelor's degree from Nebraska in business administration in 1980 
and began his career at Nebraska, first as a sports information assistant (1980- 
81) and then as football recruiting coordinator (1982 to 1986). He returned as the 
associate athletic director for football operations from 1994 to 1996. 

As the Husker associate athletic director for football, Pederson oversaw the 
refurbishment of the football administrative offices, and the construction of a new 
halftime meeting room, postgame interview room and players and coaches locker 
rooms. He reorganized the program's administrative wing and played a definitive 
role in Nebraska's three national championships in the 1990s (1994, 1995 and 1997) 
under Head Coach Tom Osborne. 

Pederson left the state of Nebraska in 1988 to serve as Ohio State's recruiting 
coordinator until 1991, then moved on to the University of Tennessee to devote three 
years as the athletic administrator for football from 1991 to 1994. In his three 
seasons at Tennessee, the Volunteers’ recruiting classes were regarded among the 
nation’s top three nationally by several publications. He was promoted from recruiting 
coordinator to assistant athletic director for recruiting in 1992, and then was elevated 
to associate athletic director for football operations in 1993, 

Anative of North Platte, Neb., Pederson has experience in the non-athletic business 
sector, spending one year as Ak-Sar-Ben's Public Relations Director (1981-82), and 
two years in private business in Nebraska (1986 to 1988), before returning to college 
football in 1988 at Ohio State. 

Pederson, who was born Oct. 24, 1957, and his wife Tami Osborne Pederson have 
three children: Mark (22), Kari (19) and Kristin (16).

One of the most highly respected softball coaches in the nation, Rhonda 
Revelle began her first year as Nebraska's senior woman administrator on 
Jan. 1, 2006. Revelle, who will continue in her role as the head coach for the 
perennial national power Husker softball program, replaced Dr. Barbara Hibner 
in the position Hibner held for 28 years. 

In her new role as senior woman administrator, Revelle will represent the 
Nebraska athletic department on the national level, while attending senior 
administrative meetings within the athletic department. 

Along with her role as Nebraska's senior woman administrator, Revelle is 
entering her 14th season as the Huskers' softball coach. In 2005, Revelle became 
the first female coach in Nebraska history to record 500 victories. 

The Husker softball team has won at least 35 games in each of the past 
eight years and is one of only eight teams nationally to advance to each of 
the last 10 NCAA Tournaments. Revelle has also guided the Huskers to a 
league-best six Big 12 Conference titles, including a sweep of the 2004 Big 
12 regular-season and tournament crowns. She also led the Huskers to Big 12 
Tournament titles in 1998 and 2000, along with regular-season league crowns 
in 1998 and 2001. 

Revelle led Nebraska to the 2002 NCAA Women's College World Series while 
earning 2002 NFCA Midwest Regional Coach-of-the-Year honors. 

A two-time Big 12 Conference Coach of the Year (1998, 2001), Revelle 
demonstrated her administrative expertise on the national level by serving as 
the President of the National Fastpitch Softball Coaches Association (NFCA) 
from 1999 to 2002. She also served as the second vice-president of the NFCA 
from 1995 through 1998, after serving on the NFCA All-American Committee 
(1989-92, 1993-94). 

Along with her softball coaching success, Revelle has also demonstrated 
her commitment to the Lincoln community. In 2003, Revelle was named the 
Downtown YMCA Co-Volunteer of the Year after serving as the co-chair of the 
2003 YMCA Cycle-a-Thon for Strong Kids Campaign. 

In 2004, she was named the honorary chairperson of the United Way Combined 
Campaign, after serving as the honorary co-chairperson of the 2002 Lincoln 
Youth Council "Let 'Em Play" Campaign. 

A member of the University of Nebraska's Cather Circle, Revelle also served 
as an instructor in Nebraska's Emerging Leaders program in 2001. 

A 1984 graduate of the University of Nebraska, Revelle helped the Huskers 
to the 1982 NCAA Women's College World Series and a Big Eight Conference 
title in 1982, while earning All-Big Eight honors on the field. She was also a 
five-time Amateur Softball Association All-American as a player. 

Revelle began her career as an assistant coach at Nebraska Wesleyan in 
1986, before being promoted to the head coaching position at Wesleyan in 
1987. In 1988, Revelle served as an assistant coach at Cal State-Hayward 
before accepting an assistant coaching position at San Jose State from 1988 
through 1992, 

In 1993, she returned to her alma mater to begin one of the most dominant 
eras in Nebraska softball history. After establishing the foundation for success 
in 1993 and 1994, Revelle led a resurgence in the Husker softball program in 
1995, finishing with a 43-20 record and a third-place finish in the Big Eight 
standings. In 1996, Revelle led the Huskers to their first of 10 consecutive 
NCAA Tournament appearances. 

After leading the Huskers to their first Big 12 title with a perfect 16-0 league 
record in 1998, Revelle guided NU to three consecutive 50-plus victory seasons 
from 2000 to 2002, culminating with Nebraska's appearance in the College 
World Series in 2002.

Burton is responsible for the administration of 18 of Nebraska's 23 varsity 
sports, including the gymnastics program. He is also responsible for ensuring 
that operating principles for the conduct of the NU Athletic Department are 
in compliance with NCAA and Big 12 Conference rules and regulations. While 
Burton continues to oversee Nebraska's NCAA and Big 12 compliance programs, 
he also helps set policy, develops short-and long-term goals and objectives, 
and assists in creating strategic plans for the athletic department. 

Burton provides direct administrative supervision to men's and women's 
golf, soccer, men's and women's tennis, men's and women's gymnastics, men's 
and women's track and field and cross country, wrestling, softball, women's 
swimming and diving, bowling and rifle. He also oversees the operation of 
Haymarket Park, game management, security and equipment issues. 

Burton filled a similar position at Oklahoma State as the assistant athletic 
director for sports administration and compliance from 1993 to 1997. 

Burton came to Nebraska from Texas Tech, where he served as an associate 
athletic director for compliance for one year. While at Texas Tech, Burton helped 
complete the NCAA investigation into the Red Raider athletic department and 
analyzed the entire compliance system at the institution. He also helped identify 
and implement financial aid and eligibility systems, including changes in 
personnel and restructuring of the compliance department. 

Burton, who was a member of the NCAA Division | Women's Soccer 
Committee for three years and is currently a member of the NCAA Division | 
Bowling Committee, served as a legislative administrator for the NCAA from 
1989 to 1993. He was involved in the development of legislation, interpretation 
of regulations and reviewed legal issues related to the application of the 
association's regulations. He has served on the National Association of Athletic 
Compliance Coordinators Executive Committee and the subcommittee of Big 
12 Directors of Compliance. 

He received his bachelor's degree in finance from Nebraska in 1985 and his 
juris doctorate from the University of Nebraska School of Law in 1989.

Outlook for 2006 

One of the Huskers' most experienced leaders, junior Stephanie Carter returns 
to NU's vault, beam and floor lineups with the possibility of competing in the 
all-around. Already considered one of Nebraska's most powerful tumblers, Carter 
will take her skills up another notch in 2006 by adding a back-in full-out in 
addition to a double-tucked final pass on floor. Although she has never competed 
on bars in her Husker career, Carter may earn time in her junior season, as her 
routine includes a reverse hecht, giant-half overshoot hand and a full-twisting 
double dismount. 

“Stephanie is so powerful and dynamic on every event,” Head Coach Dan 
Kendig said. “She looks much more comfortable on bars and could be an 
all-around competitor this year. Stephanie is one of our leaders, and is more 
aggressive and focused on all four events right now than ever before." 


2005 - Sophomore Season 

Carter was a major contributor to Nebraska's success in 2005, competing 
on vault, balance beam and floor exercise in nearly every meet. The Bryn Athyn, 
Pa., native, who competed some of the Huskers’ strongest tumbling, tied her 
season best on floor exercise (9.85) six times over the course of the year, 
including postseason competition at the NCAA South Central Regional and 
preliminaries at the NCAA Championships at Auburn. Carter finished ninth on 
floor in the first round of the collegiate championships, narrowly missing All- 
America honors with her score of 9.85. 

In addition, Carter was among NU's most consistent vaulters, as she posted 
a 9.75 or better on the event in 14 meets. Carter enjoyed one of her finest 
showings at lowa State on Feb. 11, posting a career-high 9.95 on vault fo tie 
for second-place honors with freshman Emily Parsons. She also tied for third on 
beam at ISU with a 9.825, a season-high score that she earned three times last 
year. Additionally, Carter tied two season-best scores in NU’s final home meet 
against the Cyclones on March 13, earning a 9.825 on beam to place third, 
while also finishing sixth on floor (9.85) and placing fourth on vault (9.85). 


2004 - Freshman Season 

Carter came to the Huskers from Georgia Tech, where she previously studied 
engineering. A former international elite gymnast, Carter did not compete at 
Georgia Tech, but was involved with gymnastics for 12 years before coming to 
Nebraska. While working out at her old gym in Pennsylvania in the summer of 
2003, she met Nebraska coach Dan Kendig. With a strong desire to return to 
gymnastics, Carter was recruited by Kendig to compete for the Huskers. She 
accepted the offer and decided to walk on to the team. 

During her freshman campaign, Carter proved valuable to the Huskers’ 
vault, balance beam and floor exercise lineups. She established herself as a 
force throughout the year on vault, most notably in the meet against lowa State 
when she scored a 9.925, her career best, which led her to a fourth-place finish. 
Carter also placed fifth on beam at the Masters Classic, scoring a career-high 
9.875 In addition, Carter competed well on beam at the Big 12 Championships, 
where she tied Libby Landgraf with a 9.875 to lead NU in the event. 
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Before Nebraska 

An elite-level gymnast, Carter competed for the Ricochets under Coach Troy 
Miller. Carter was a member of the senior U.S. National team from 1999 to 
2000 and was a member of the Junior National team from 1997 to 1999. As an 
elite competitor, she finished 11th in the all-around and third on bars at the 
1998 U.S. Classic, as well as 13th in the all-around and ninth on bars at the 
U.S. National Championships that same year. Carter placed 10th in the all- 
around at the 1999 John Hancock U.S. Gymnastics Championships and later 
became the first American woman to complete a double-twisting double-back 
in competition at the 1999 World Team Trials in Kansas City.

Dani 
could really be a great contributor on vault, beam and floor in 2006.”

Outlook for 2006 

Sophomore Kylee Johnson will sit out the 2006 season due to an Achilles 
injury suffered while training in the off-season. The Lincoln Northeast 
product was considered a potential contributor on vault, uneven bars and 
floor exercise, as she competed on floor early last season and on bars at 
the NCAA Championships. 

"Not having Kylee in our lineup this year is a major loss to our team," 
Head Coach Dan Kendig said. “She has great skills in her bar routine but 
will now focus her energies on academics and supporting her teammates 
for her second season as a Husker. We are looking forward to a successful 
rehabilitation for Kylee and are eager for her to join our lineup again." 


2005 - Freshman Season 

Johnson joined the Huskers after the Fall 2004 semester, having 
graduated from Lincoln Northeast High School in December of 2004. One 
of just two Nebraska natives on NU’s roster, Johnson made her collegiate 
gymnastics debut on the uneven bars (9.625) and floor exercise in the 
Huskers’ first meet of the season at Michigan on Jan. 7. Hindered by 
injuries suffered in Ann Arbor, she later contributed on floor against 
Oklahoma on Feb. 5, scoring a 9.70, and versus Minnesota/Air Force on 
March 6, when she posted a season-high 9.725 on the event. 

Johnson performed numerous times in exhibition on vault, bars 
and floor, but stepped up when the team needed it most at the NCAA 
Championships in Auburn, Ala., to complete NU’s uneven bars lineup. She 
earned a career-high 9.75 on the event, helping the Huskers qualify for 
their sixth appearance at the Super Six Finals in seven seasons.

Johnson competed at the Nebraska School of Gymnastics under 
Coach Adrian Burde. Her club team won Level 10 Nebraska state team 
championships in 1998, 2000 and 2002, while Johnson was a member 
of the national team in 2000, 2001 and 2002.

Outlook for 2006 

Sophomore Emily Parsons returns as Nebraska's top all-around competitor 
after earning four All-America awards in 2005. Parsons, who finished third on floor 
exercise at the NCAA Championships, will perform many skills from her banner 
freshman year, although she is likely to upgrade her tumbling on floor for the 
new season after recovering from shoulder surgery in the summer. In addition 
to keeping a strong double layout on floor, Parsons is likely to add a front layout 
pass on the event and a double layout dismount on bars. 

“Emily brings the total package. She is powerful, explosive and everything you 
look for on floor and vault," Head Coach Dan Kendig said. “She was a consistent 
leadoff on bars for us in 2005 and could easily play that role again this year. 
With her three-flight series on beam, we also consider her routine one of the top 
performances in the lineup. Emily really has the ability to do it all.” 


2005 - Freshman Season 

Parsons put together a spectacular freshman campaign to begin her collegiate 
career for the Huskers, proving herself a dynamic force in the all-around lineup. 
Along with capturing four All-America honors while leading Nebraska to the 
NCAA Super Six Finals, the St. Charles, Mo., native was named the 2005 Big 12 
Newcomer of the Year, an honor determined by votes from conference coaching 
staffs. She also claimed the NCAA South Central Region all-around title on her 
way to becoming Nebraska’s seventh freshman All-American. 

Over the course of the season, Parsons won seven titles on floor, six on vault 
and two on balance beam. One of Nebraska’s most consistent competitors on 
vault, Parsons earned her first of two Big 12 Gymnast-of-the-Week accolades 
after her performance in Nebraska's first home meet versus Oklahoma, as she 
placed second in the all-around with a score of 39.40 and claimed the vault 
(9.95) and floor exercise (9.925) titles. 

Parsons tied former NCAA All-Around Champion Richelle Simpson for the 
conference title on beam (9.85) at the 2005 Big 12 Championships. The first-place 
finish earned her all-conference honors on beam, as well as on vault, where she 
tied for second with Simpson. 

At the NCAA South Central Regional Championships, Parsons earned a 
39.525 for the all-around title ahead of former Olympian Elise Ray of Michigan. 
Parsons also won the vault (9.925) and floor exercise (9.95) titles, pacing NU to 
a second-place regional finish. Her stellar performance gave the Huskers their 
seventh consecutive berth to the NCAA Championships. 

Parsons again showed off her tumbling at the NCAA Championships in Auburn, 
Ala., as it was her incredible 9.925 floor routine that sparked the Huskers to 
narrowly edge LSU for a place in the Super Six Finals. Parsons’ scores in the 
preliminary session earned her first-team All-America honors on floor and 
second-team accolades in the all-around (39.425), vault (9.875) and beam 
(9.825). At the Super Six Finals the following evening, she put up a career-high 
all-around score (39.55) with a 9.90 on vault, 9.80 on bars, 9.90 on beam and 
a career-best 9.95 on floor. 

As a first-team All-American, Parsons qualified for the NCAA individual 
event finals in the final night of competition with a field that included two-time 
NCAA champions Courtney Bumpers of North Carolina and Alabama’s Ashley 
Miles. Parsons held her own on the floor exercise, giving an outstanding final 
performance worth a 9.925 to tie with Tabitha Yim of Stanford for third, the 
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highest Husker finish on the event since Simpson's 9.963 to win the NCAA 
title in 2003. 


Before Nebraska 

Parsons competed for coaches Scott and Debbie Cusimano and Greg Stephen 
at GymQuarter Gymnastics, the No. 1 team in Missouri for four consecutive years. 
Parsons is a five-time Junior Olympic National Championships competitor and 
a former two-year junior international elite gymnast. Parsons was the 2000 
J.0. National floor exercise champion and earned second-place honors in the 
all-around, third on vault and fourth on beam. At the 2003 J.0. Nationals, 
the St. Charles, Mo., native captured the all-around and repeated her floor 
exercise title while also taking second on vault, third on beam and ninth on 
the uneven bars. 

In addition, Parsons swept the 2003 Missouri State Championships by taking 
first place in every event, including the all-around competition. She was the 
2004 state champion on beam as well, and her GymQuarter team continued 
their streak of four consecutive state team championships.

Outlook for 2006 

Sophomore Desiré Sniaynski (pronounced dez-ur-RAY SNY-tin-ski) enters 
the 2006 season as the anchor in the Huskers’ uneven bars lineup, having 
earned second-team All-America honors as a freshman. A top candidate to 
compete in the all-around, Sniatynski will unveil a new roundoff double twist 
dismount on balance beam, as well as a full-twisting double layout on bars. 
In addition, she may add a double pike on floor, while continuing to perform a 
Yurchenko layout full on vault. 

“Desiré is starting off her sophomore year much stronger and more powerful, 
and we see her having the potential to do all-around in 2006,” Head Coach 
Dan Kendig said. “She has a very solid bar routine with big skills and a huge 
double layout dismount, and on beam, she looks so confident. Desiré is bringing 
out a brand new floor routine that will showcase her great style and stronger 
tumbling.” 


2005 - Freshman Season 

Sniatynski competed predominantly on vault and uneven bars for NU’s 
2005 squad, but also earned a spot in Nebraska's balance beam lineup. In 
her collegiate gymnastics debut at Michigan on Jan. 7, Sniatynski tied for 
third on beam with a season-high 9.825 and remained in the lineup for half 
of the season. 

Sniatynski showed her prowess on bars early in the year, as she became one 
of the Huskers’ most consistent performers on the event by a 9.75 or better in 
every meet. She captured five bars titles during the 2005 season, including two 
with 9.90 showings at Florida and against lowa State on March 13. In addition, 
Sniatynski won the floor exercise title with a 9.875 versus Minnesota and Air 
Force on March 6 in her first career floor appearance as a Husker. 

Well-established as a major contributor by the Big 12 Championships in 
late March, Sniatynski came on strong in the postseason. After scoring a pair 
of 9.80s on vault and bars at the conference meet, she added a season-best 
9.825 on vault and a 9.85 on bars two weeks later at the NCAA South Central 
Regional. Sniatynski's best performance came at the NCAA Championships at 
Auburn, where she competed in the all-around for the first time in her career. 
After posting a 38.35 in the preliminary session, Sniatynski contributed a 
career-best 39.125 effort in the Super Six Finals, which included another 9.90 
on bars. It was her 9.85 on the event the previous day, that earned Sniatynski 
second-team All-America honors and established her not only as just the sixth 
freshman in Nebraska program history to be named an All-American.

Outlook for 2006 

Sophomore Brittney Williams returns strong for the 2006 season after 
recovering from an off-season ankle surgery and is likely to contribute on vault, 
bars and floor as she did last year. Williams, one of the most consistent athletes 
on the squad in 2005, is upgrading a front pike half on vault to a Yurchenko 
layout full to showcase her power. In addition, Williams will keep a full-in and 
double-back tumbling passes on floor while adding a two-and-a-half punch 
front for the third pass. 

“Brittney is one of the gymnasts most ready to compete on bars right now,” 
Head Coach Dan Kendig said. “She has shown a lot of improvement since last 
season. She is very powerful at the beginning, has a good hecht and straddle 
back into a toe hecht, and her double layout is very strong. Brittney is fit, looks 
much stronger than she was and is equipped to have a great year.” 


2005 - Freshman Season 

Williams took advantage of the 2005 season to show tremendous consistency 
on all three events she competed — vault, uneven bars and floor exercise — and 
scored a 9.70 or better in 42 of 45 performances. A key part of NU's trio of 
influential freshmen that included All-Americans Emily Parsons and Desiré 
Sniatynski, Williams helped the Huskers to a Big 12 title and a trip to the NCAA 
Super Six Finals. Williams made her mark right away with a sixth-place showing 
by scoring a 9.775 on vault at Florida. The next week at Missouri — the final 
competition of a challenging four-meet road schedule in January — Williams 
seized sixth on vault (9.80) and bars (9.75) and tied for third on floor with a 
career-high score of 9.875. 

She added a fourth-place finish on floor (9.85) vs. Oklahoma, and tied for 
fifth on floor (9.85) at lowa State over three weeks of conference duals. At NU’s 
annual Masters Classic, Williams tied with Stephanie Carter for fourth on floor 
by posting a 9.85 and kept the momentum against Minnesota and Air Force a 
week later, finishing sixth on vault (9.775), third on floor (9.825) and tying for 
fifth on bars (9.825). She closed out the regular season with fifth-place honors 
on bars with a career-best 9.85 against lowa State in Nebraska’s final home 
meet of 2005. 

Williams shined in the postseason, beginning with a career-high 9.85 on 
vault, a tie for sixth place (9.80) on bars with Desiré Sniatynski and a 9.85 
mark on floor at the Big 12 Championships. She added a 9.725 on vault at the 
NCAA South Central Regional Championships in Lincoln, while contributing a 
9.825 on bars and a 9.80 performance on floor. In the preliminary session of 
the NCAA Championships at Auburn, Williams continued to put up high scores, 
contributing a 9.85 on floor, 9.80 on bars and a 9.725 on vault, propelling NU 
to the Super Six Finals the following night. Williams capped a solid freshman 
year, posting a 9.825 on floor, 9.75 on bars and a 9.75 on vault in the last night 
of team competition.

A former junior international elite gymnast in 1999 and 2000, Williams 
competed at Ricochets Gymnastics Training Center with fellow Husker Stephanie 
Carter for coaches Troy Miller and Janet Hamvas. Her Ricochets team captured 
the 1998 Pennsylvania state championship and took second-place finishes at 
state in 2001 and 2003.

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Huskers Roll to Seventh Straight NCAA Championships Bid 


The Nebraska women's gymnastics team capped 
a stellar 2005 season at the NCAA Championships 
in Auburn, Ala., finishing in sixth place in the team 
competition. Four Huskers earned All-America honors 
at the event, while two competitors qualified for the 
individual event finals. Nebraska’s appearance at 
the NCAA Championships was its seventh in a row 
and 16th overall. 

Freshman Emily Parsons gave a standout 
performance at the national championships, as 
she was named a first-team All-American on floor 
exercise, as well as second-team All-American on 
vault, balance beam and the all-around. Parsons, a 
native of St. Charles, Mo., placed third on floor during 
Saturday's individual event finals by posting a 9.925 
behind North Carolina's Courtney Bumpers (10.0) and 
Alabama's Ashley Miles (9.975). Parsons finished the 
NCAA Championships having scored a 9.80 or better 
on every event she competed. The Big 12 Newcomer 
of the Year and 2005 NCAA South Central Regional 
All-Around champion, Parsons claimed oneall-around 
title in her freshman campaign, as well as seven on 
floor, six on vault and two on beam. 

Sophomore Kristi Esposito repeated as a first- 
team All-American, earning honors for the second 
year in a row on balance beam. The Slidell, La., 
native finished in a tie for second on beam with 
Elise Ray of Michigan, achieving a 9.9125 on the 
event. Esposito, who earned All-America accolades 
on beam and the all-around in 2004, completed her 
second year as a Husker by placing 11th in the all- 
around (39.10) atthe NCAA Championships. Over the 
2005 season, Esposito won two all-around titles, as 
well as three first-place finishes on the uneven bars 
and two on beam. 

Sophomore Michele Zabawa and freshman Desire’ 
Sniatynski garnered second-team All-America awards 


on the uneven bars, as the 
duo tied for eighth with 
a 9.85 each in the first 
preliminary session. 
Zabawa, who hails from 
Omaha, Neb., and earned 
the Big 12 uneven bars 
championship, was a two- 
time All-American, as she 
earned second-team honors 
on vault as a freshman. 
She captured four bars 
titles in 2005. Sniatynski 
won five bars titles of her 
own, most recently at the 
Arkansas Quadrangular on 
March 19, as well as one 
floor title in the Huskers’ 
meet with Minnesota and 
Air Force. One of NU's most 
consistent workers on the 
uneven bars, Sniatynski 
competed in the all-around 
for just the second time at 
the NCAA Championships, 
finishing in 21st place. 
Although shewas unable 
to compete in the NCAA 
Championships at Auburn, 
senior Richelle Simpson had 
a Stellar season for NU in 
2005. Simpson claimed the 
AAl American Award during the NCAA Championships 
brunch on April 23, an honor annually given to the 
nation’s top gymnast on the basis of athleticism, 
academic excellence and civic responsibility. A nine- 
time All-American at Nebraska, Simpson was also the

2003 NCAA all-around and floor exercise champion. 
After being granted a medical hardship year in 2004 
by the NCAA, Simpson returned with a vengeance in 
2005, leading NU to a first-ever No. 1 ranking after 
the Masters Classic on Feb. 27. 

Simpson continued her hardware haul well after 
the conclusion of her senior season by earning one 
of the highest honors bestowed upon a student- 
athlete when she was presented with an NCAA Top 
Eight Award. 

Simpson became the first Nebraska women's 
gymnast to ever earn the honor, while increasing 
Nebraska's nation-leading total to 15 NCAA Top Eight 
Award winners across all sports. 

The Toronto, Ontario, native provided an unmatched 
spark in Nebraska’s run to the NCAA Super Six finals 
in 2005, as the Huskers achieved a record of 21-13 
and reclaimed the Big 12 Conference championship. 
Simpson, the 2005 South Central Regional Co- 
Gymnast of the Year, won five all-around titles in 
2005, as well as six individual titles on vault, six 
on floor, five on beam and one on the uneven bars. 
One of her finest performances came at the Big 
12 Championships, where she earned first-team 
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Nebraska Advances to Seventh NCAA Super Six Finals 


all-conference honors on every event and claimed 
the Big 12 all-around title for the second time in 
her career, as well as the balance beam and floor 
exercise titles for the third time. 

Senior Jamie Saas ended her Husker career with 
a solid performance at nationals, posting a 9.80 
on beam and a 9.70 on floor in preliminaries. The 
Aurora, Ill., native was named All-Big 12 on floor 
exercise, posting a career-high 9.90 on the event at 
theconferencechampionships, Saas, a second-team 
All-American on beam in 2004, had considerable 
success in the classroom, as she was named to the 
academic All-Big 12 first team for the third time in 
her career in 2005. Saas graduated with a degree 
in deaf education in December 2004. 

Sophomore Stephanie Carter and freshman 
Brittney Williams turned in strong seasons that had 
a significant impact on NU’s success and the team’s 
first-ever No. 1 national ranking. Carter competed 
on vault, balance beam and floor exercise for the 
Huskers, consistently earning 9.80s or higher on 
vault and floor. Hailing from Bryn Athyn, Pa., she 
established a new career high on vault, earning 
a 9.95 mark at lowa State on Feb. 11 to tie for 
second. Like Carter, Williams was also a three- 
event competitor, contributing on vault, bars and 
floor in every meet. A native of Hatboro, Pa., Williams 
scored a 9.70 or better on her events in every meet 
but three. At the Big 12 Championships, Williams 
set her season high on vault with a 9.825 to place 
12th at the conference meet. 

Freshman Kylee Johnson, one of only two 


Nebraska natives on the Husker roster, joined 
NU's squad in January after graduating early from 
Lincoln Northeast High School. Johnson seized 
her opportunities to compete early, as she gave a 
performance on bars at Michigan on Jan. 7 and later 
competed on floor against Oklahoma on Feb. 5 and 
Minnesota/Air Force on March 6 with a season-high 
9.725. Johnson also filled in for the injured Simpson 
at the NCAA Championships, posting a season-best 
9.75 on bars. 

Sophomore Dani Millis played a reserve role for 
the Huskers in 2005, as she was considered one of 
NU's top backups on vault and floor exercise. Millis, a 
native of Frisco, Texas, competed on floor at lowa State 
on Feb. 11 and was one of seven Huskers capable of 
vaulting a Yurchenko layout full, which has a start 
value of 10.0. Ahigh achiever in theclassroom, Millis 
has been named to the Big 12 Commissioner's Honor 
Roll every semester at Nebraska. 

With the Huskers’ 21-13 record in 2005, head 
coach Dan Kendig finished his 12th season at 
Nebraska with a program-best 286-98-3 record, 
continuing his impressive career as the winningest 
coach in NU women’s gymnastics history. Thetw-time 
NCAA Coach of the Year, Kendig has taken the Husker 
program to new heights, guiding his teams to 10 
conference championships. During Kendig’s tenure, 
Nebraska has qualified for the NCAA Championships 
10 times, making seven appearances at the Super 
Six Finals. He has coached 23 All-Americans to 85 
first- or second-team honors. 


Nebraska recaptured the Big 12 Conference team title by producing a 196.65 at the league championships in 
Norman, Okla.

2005 - Senior Season 

One of two seniors on the 2005 team, Jamie Saas brought tremendous 
experience to the Huskers’ balance beam and floor exercise lineups and was 
an integral part of the Huskers' success at the NCAA Championships. In helping 
NUclaim its seventh conference team title, Saas finished third on floor exercise at 
the meet to become an All-Big 12 selection for the second time in her career. 

Saas scored a season-high 9.90 on balance beam three times in her final 
campaign, first at Florida, then the following week at Missouri and finally in 
NU's key home win over national power Utah. She tied her season-best floor 
score, 9.825, six times throughout the course of the year. The Aurora, Ill., native's 
finest showing came against Missouri, as she posted a 9.90 on beam and a 
9.825 on floor to give the Huskers their first win of a four-meet road schedule 
in January. Saas closed her Nebraska career with a fine performance on beam, 
scoring a 9.825 on the event in the Super Six Finals. 


2004 - Junior Season 

As a junior, Saas provided leadership to NU's balance beam lineup, setting 
a career high on the event with a 9.975 against Missouri. She also performed 
on the floor exercise in four meets for NU, making her season debut on the 
event at Denver and scoring a 9.60. While at Minnesota, Saas improved her 
season-high score to 9.85 and also took first place on beam with a 9.925 
against the Gophers. 

Saas' most impressive floor exercise routine took place in the Huskers' final 
home meet against lowa State, where she helped tie the score at 198.00 with 
the Cyclones. Despite having competed on the floor exercise just three times 
in 2004, Saas came through with a career high of 9.875. 

In addition, Saas led the Huskers on beam at the Southeast Regional, tying 
for eighth place (9.875) with teammate Michele Zabawa. At the 2004 NCAA 
Championships, Saas posted a 9.80 in the preliminary session, garnering 
second-team All-America honors on the balance beam. 


2003 - Sophomore Season 

Saas was a solid force on the balance beam for the Huskers in 2003, making 
her season debut on the event against Missouri, when she scored a 9.70. Saas 
improved throughout the year, scoring a 9.85 or above in the Huskers' last four 
meets of the season. 

She played a decisive role in NU's win over Michigan, as it came down to 
her routine on the beam to secure the Husker win. Saas came through for the 
Huskers, capturing a 9.85 on the event. She then went on to set a then-career 
high against Big 12 rival lowa State, scoring a 9.95 on beam to earn runner-up 
honors against the Cyclones. 

At the Big 12 Championships, Saas found continued success on beam, as 
she scored a 9.925 and took runner-up honors for the second week in a row 
to earn All-Big 12 honors. Finally, at the NCAA Super Six Finals, Saas was a 
significant contributor to the team's excellent performance on beam, where 
she scored a 9.875. 


2002 - Freshman Season 

Saas made the most of her opportunities as a freshman. After competing on 
vault against Georgia, where she received a 9.65, Saas was in both the Huskers’ 
vault and beam lineups against lowa, Saas, who anchored the Huskers’ beam 
unit, found herself in a tough situation after two of Nebraska's first five gymnasts 
fell. Despite the pressure, she produced a solid routine and scored a 9.675. 

Against lowa State, Saas again competed on vault and beam. This time 
she found herself in the second position on beam and scored a 9.70. Saas 
continued to improve in every meet on beam throughout the season, turning in 
an impressive performance at Alabama. After falling on a tumbling pass in her 
exhibition routine on floor, Saas rebounded to post a then-career high 9.825, 
which tied teammates AJ. Lamb and Richelle Simpson for third. However, it 
was in the Masters Classic that Saas produced her best beam performance, 
earning a 9.875, a mark that helped propel the Huskers to a school record of 
49.675 on beam that day. 

Saas continued her steady performances throughout the season, helping 
Nebraska capture the Big 12 and NCAA Northeast Regional championships. 
Saas once again turned in a solid routine in the NCAA Preliminaries, posting 
the Huskers’ third-highest beam score and pushing NU to advance to its fourth 
straight Super Six Finals appearance. She closed out her year with a 9.75 on 
beam at the Super Six Finals, and the Huskers recorded a fifth-place finish. 


Before Nebraska 

Originally from Aurora, lll., Saas competed for Geri Griffith and Bill Etheridge 
at Westside Gymnastics in Nashville, Tenn. At the 2001 AAU national meet, 
she finished first on the uneven bars en route to a fourth-place finish in the 
all-around. She finished sixth in the all-around at the 2001 USAIGC meet in 
Haines City, Fla., on the strength of a fourth-place finish on bars and sixth-place 
finishes on vault and beam. At the 2001 Region 8 meet in Suwanee, Ga., in April, 
Saas finished sixth on bars and ninth on the balance beam.

The daughter of Phillip Saas and Tomi and Judd McCormack, Jamie was born 
Sept. 30, 1982. She has two sisters, Brandi and Jillian, and three brothers, Jared, 
Jeremy and Josh. Saas graduated in December of 2004 with a bachelor's degree 
in special education (deaf education). While at Nebraska, she was a three-time 
NACGC Scholastic All-American (2002, 2003 and 2004) and was named to the 
Big 12 Commissioner's Honor Roll in her final three seasons.

2005 - Senior Season 

Although she was unable to compete in the NCAA Championships at Auburn 
University, departed senior Richelle Simpson turned in a stellar senior campaign 
for NU in 2005 to cap a memorable Husker career. After being granted a medical 
hardship year in 2004 by the NCAA, Simpson returned with a vengeance in 2005, 
leading the Huskers toa first-ever No. 1 ranking after the Masters Classic on Feb. 
27. The Toronto, Ontario, native provided an unmatched spark in Nebraska's run 
to the 2005 NCAA Super Six finals, as the Huskers achieved a record of 21-14 
and reclaimed the Big 12 Conference championship. Simpson, the 2005 South 
Central Regional Co-Gymnast of the Year, won five all-around titles in 2005, 
as well as six individual titles on vault, six on floor, five on beam and one on 
the uneven bars. 

In defending her status as one of collegiate gymnastics’ best, Simpson's’ 
finest performance of the year came at the Big 12 Championships, where she 
earned first-team all-conference honors on every event and claimed the Big 12 
all-around title for the second time in her career, as well as the balance beam 
and floor exercise titles for the third time. 

Simpson continued to stockpile honors both inthe gym and in the classroom in 
2005, as she was selected as Nebraska's Female Student-Athlete of the Year and 
was a Honda Award finalist for the second time in her career. Simpson became 
the first-ever Nebraska gymnast presented with the AAI American Award, an 
honor annually given to the nation's top gymnast on the basis of athleticism, 
academic excellence and civic responsibility, Following her senior season, Simpson 
was awarded a prestigious NCAA Postgraduate Scholarship, as well as a Big 12 
Prentice-Gautt Postgraduate Scholarship, and she was also one of 10 finalists 
for the NCAA Woman of the Year. A CoSIDA second-team academic All-American, 
Simpson was named the 2005 Big 12 Female Sportsperson of the Year and earned 
her third NACGC Scholastic All-America nod, as well as her eighth appointment 
to the Big 12 Commissioner's Honor Roll. In December of 2005, Simpson was 
also honored as Nebraska's NCAA-leading 15th NCAA Top Eight Award winner, 
garnering one of the most coveted awards given in college athletics. Simpson 
earned her bachelor’s degree in international studies and French from Nebraska 
in May, carrying a 3.882 grade-point average. 


2004 - Senior Season (Redshirt) 
Simpson was sidelined in February of the 2004 season with a major knee 
injury, for which she was later given a medical hardship year. 


2003 - Junior Season 

Simpson was NU's top all-arounder in 2003 and quickly earned a name for 
herself in NCAA women's gymnastics. She was crowned the 2003 NCAA all- 
around champion, becoming the second Husker to win the national all-around 
title in the program’s history, following Heather Brink, who was the 2000 national 
champion. 

Simpson then added an NCAA floor title to her 2003 NCAA all-around 
championship. She received two 10s, three 9.950s and one 9.900 from the six- 
judge panel to take the floor title by 0.025 over UCLA's Jamie Dantzscher. 

Named the South Central Region Gymnast of the Year, Simpson rewrote the 
record books in 2003 at Nebraska by capturing 10 all-around titles (Georgia, 
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lowa, Oklahoma, Ohio State, Masters Classic, Penn State, Michigan, lowa State, 
Big 12 Championships and West Regional Championships). The Toronto, Ontario, 
native captured Big 12 Gymnast-of-the-Year honors, while winning Big 12 
titles in the all-around, vault, beam and floor. She took honors in every meet by 
either winning an individual title or by sweeping the all-around. Simpson won 
27 individual event titles during the regular season, including 10 vault titles, 
eight balance beam titles, two uneven bars titles, and seven floor exercise titles. 
Simpson produced six perfect 10s in 2003. 


2002 - Sophomore Season 

Simpson, a transfer from Penn State, was a huge boost for Nebraska in 
2002, especially on the balance beam and floor exercise. Simpson led the Husker 
contingent atthe NCAA Championships with four second-team All-America honors 
in the all-around, vault, bars and beam. 

Simpson set two school records at the Masters Classic, helping the Huskers 
to their 10th title with a season-best 197.15. Simpson became the first Husker 
to record a 9.975 on the balance beam, helping Nebraska to a school-record 
beam score of 49.675. 


2001 - Freshman Season 

Competing for Penn State as a freshman in 2001, Simpson kicked off her 
collegiate career with an impressive performance at the Super Six Challenge, 
where she led the Nittany Lions in the all-around (38.725) and vault (9.80). 


Before Nebraska 

Competing for Leonid Grakovsky and Debbie Vidmar at the Winstonettes 
Gymnastics Association, Simpson placed fifth in the all-around at the 1999 
Canadian National Championships, including a fourth-place finish on the balance 
beam. At the 2000 championships, Simpson finished sixth in the all-around, 
highlighted by a fourth-place finish on beam. 


Personal 

The daughter of Richard and Ruth Simpson, Richelle was born Nov. 16, 1982, 
in Toronto. As a member of the Canadian National Team in 2003, Simpson 
participated in the World Championships and the Pan-American Games, where 
Canada took home a silver medal in the team competition. A seven-time Big 
12 Commissioner's Honor Roll Selection, she was named a NACGC Scholastic 
All-American in 2003, 2004 and 2005, Simpson is currently employed in Lincoln, 
coaching gymnastics and working as an interpreter for the F.\.R.S.T. Project, an 
organization that aids torture survivors and international refugees.

Michele Bryant: NU's First Champion 

Michele Bryant will forever hold one distinction 
that no other Husker female gymnast can claim - 
Nebraska's first female NCAA 
gymnastics champion, 

A native of Blue Springs, 
Mo., Bryant became the first 
female gymnast in school 
history to win a national title, 
capturing the NCAA vault 
championship with a score 
of 9.85 at the 1990 NCAA 
Championships in Corvallis,

Bryant's NCAA championship capped an 
impressive Husker career that saw her earn three 
first-team All-America honors and four Big Eight 
Championships. 

A four-time all-conference selection, she led 
Nebraska to a 59-20 regular-season record and 
four Big Eight championships during her collegiate 
career. It was the first time a gymnastics team had 
won four straight conference titles in Big Eight 
history. 

At the national level, the Huskers also qualified 
for the NCAA Championships all four years she 
competed, the first time in school history the Huskers 
qualified for nationals in four straight years, while 
guiding the Huskers to a pair of top-five finishes. As 
a junior, Bryant earned first-team All-America honors 
on uneven bars, as the Huskers finished fourth, their 
best finish in school history. In addition to her vault 
title, she placed sixth on uneven bars, becoming the 
first Husker gymnast to earn All-America honors in 
consecutive seasons, as the Huskers finished fifth 
at the 1990 NCAA Championships. 

The first three-time All-America gymnast in school 
history, Bryant shared the Big Eight all-around title 
with fellow Husker Lisa McCrady in 1989 with a score 
of 38.90, while winning the balance beam title as 
a junior and the vault title as a senior. She finished 
her career as Nebraska's school record holder in the 
all-around (39.00) and vault (9.85). 

Bryant's contributions to Husker athletics were 
recognized with her selection as one of Nebraska's 
25 Women of Distinction during the Athletic 
Department's 25-year celebration in April of 2000. 
Bryant, who has an eight-year-old son named Austin, 
currently works as an accountant in Benton, Ark. 
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Heather Brink: The Best of 2000 

The 2000 season was the culmination of an 
outstanding career for gymnast Heather Brink. 
The senior from Lincoln 
permanently etched her 
name into the record 
books, winning = two 
national titles at the NCAA 
.| Championships in Boise, 
Idaho, as the Huskers 
placed fourth at nationals 
— equaling their best finish 
in school history.

2000 NCAA All-Around Brink became the first 
and Vault Champion Husker female to win an 


all-around national _ title, 
scoring a 39.60 to lead the Huskers to the Super Six 
Finals for the third time in four years. Entering the 
final event, Brink was in third place and needed a 
9.925 for a share of the all-around title. Brink came 
through with the finest routine of her career, scoring 
a 9.95 and equaling NU’s school record to win by 
.025 of a point. 

In the Super Six Finals one night later, Brink was 
flawless, posting the top score of the evening with 
a 39.625, including a 9.95 on vault and a 9.925 
on uneven bars, as the Huskers recorded their best 
finish in 11 years. In the event finals, she won her 
second NCAA title, placing first on vault with a 9.95, 
while finishing second on uneven bars (9.925) and 
eighth on floor exercise (9.80). Overall, she earned 
five All-America citations (four first-team and one 
second-team). 

For her efforts, she was selected as the Honda 
Award winner, representing the nation's top female 
collegiate gymnast. Brink joined softball standout 
Denise Day (1985) and volleyball players Karen 
Dahlgren (1987) and Allison Weston (1995) as NU's 
fourth Honda Award winner. Greichaly Cepero won 
NU's fifth Honda Award in 2000, as the nation’s top 
volleyball player. 

The 2000 Big 12 and Region 3 Gymnast of the 
Year, Brink posted eight of the top 10 all-around 
totals in school history, including a school record 
of 39.70 at the NCAA Regional. She also became 
the first Husker gymnast to score a 10, recording 
the mark on vault against lowa State on Feb. 15, 
one of three 10s during the season. She closed her 
collegiate career as the most decorated gymnast 
in school history, earning two NCAA titles, 11 
All-America awards, six regional titles and eight 
conference titles. 

Brink now works in pension plan administration 
for a firm in Scottsdale, Ariz., and coaches club 
gymnastics for the Arizona Sunrays Gymnastics 
Club.

Simpson became Nebraska's second all-around 
champion in school history, joining Heather Brink, 
who won the title in 2000. 

At the NCAA Super Six Finals, Simpson went 
on to dominate the competition, producing the 
top individual performance with scores of 9.925 
or better on all four events for an all-around total 
of 39.80. In the individual event finals, Simpson 
added an NCAA individual floor title (9.963) to her 
arsenal of accomplishments. 

After being granted a medical hardship year 
in 2004 by the NCAA, Simpson returned with a 
vengeance in 2005, leading NU to a first-ever No. 1 
ranking after the Masters Classic on Feb. 27. 

The Toronto, Ontario, native provided an 
unmatched spark in Nebraska's run to the NCAA 
Super Six Finals, as the Huskers achieved a record 
of 21-13 in her final year and reclaimed the Big 12 
Conference championship. 

Simpson, the 2005 South Central Regional 
Co-Gymnast of the Year, holds records in four 
categories on Nebraska's all-time charts. 

Simpson also became NU’s first AAI American 
Award winner in 2005, an honor annually given to 
the nation’s top gymnast on the basis of athleticism, 
academic excellence and civic responsibility. 

She capped her career by earning the first NCAA 
Top Eight Award in the history of Nebraska women's 
gymnastics. Simpson became NU's nation-leading 
15th student-athlete across all sports to win the 
Top Eight Award, which is the highest honor given 
by the NCAA. 

Simpson was also the Big 12 Female 
Sportsperson of the Year, Nebraska's Female 
Student-Athlete of the Year and was awarded 
NCAA and Big 12 Postgraduate Scholarships at the 
conclusion of her final season in 2005, 


Nebraska's Academic All-Americans 


For Head Coach Dan Kendig and the Nebraska women's gymnastics program, 
academic success is as paramount as athletic accomplishments. With nine 
gymnasts named CoSIDA Academic All-Americans and 24 women capturing 67 
NACGC Scholastic All-America Awards since 1994, the Huskers have maintained 
a high standard of academic excellence. 

In nine of the past 11 seasons under Kendig, NU has placed among the top 
20 women's gymnastics programs in grade-point averages. The 2005 season 
was no different, as three gymnasts -- Stephanie Carter, Kristi Esposito and 
Richelle Simpson -- were named Scholastic All-Americans by the NACGC, the 
12th straight year that three or more Husker gymnasts were honored. 

Since 1988, nine Husker gymnasts -- Mary Ocel, Jane Clemons, Nicole Duval, 
Joy Taylor, Kim DeHaan, Bree Dority O'Callaghan, Jen French, Libby Landgraf and 
Simpson-- have earned CoSIDA Academic All-America recognition. Nebraska 
leads the nation with 222 academic All-America honors across all sports in 
2005. 

Ocel was the first NU gymnast to earn academic All-America status, garnering 
third-team honors in 1988 with a 3.9 GPA. Clemons earned a third-team spot in 
1990 with a 3.663 GPA in addition to her Big Eight all-around title that year. In 
1993 and 1994, Duval was named a third-team academic All-American before 
garnering first-team accolades as a senior, becoming the only Husker to ever 
earn the scholastic honor three times. 

Taylor, the 1996 Academic All-American Gymnast of the Year, graduated with 
a 4.0 GPA in biological sciences in 1996. A two-time academic selection, she 
was the first Husker female gymnast to earn both athletic and academic All- 
America honors in the same season. Her teammate, DeHaan, was a first-team 
academic selection and a three-time All-American in the gym and followed 
in Taylor's footsteps by earning scholastic and athletic honors in the same 
season. 

Dority O'Callaghan captured third-team academic All-America and second- 
team All-America honors on the uneven bars in 2001. She graduated in August 
2003 with degrees in economics and finance. 

In 2002 and 2003, French was named to the academic All-America second 
team, while her teammate Landgraf was named first-team academic All- 
American in 2004 become the eighth Husker honoree. 

Simpson is the most recent Husker to earn academic All-America honors. One 
of the finest student-athletes in NU history, she was named to the second team 
and earned a multitude of national awards in her junior and senior seasons.

Nebraska's All-American Tradition 


Nebraska's All-America tradition began in 1979 with Patty Carmichael-Gerard 
and Renee Reisdorff, the first two All-Americans in Husker gymnastics history. 
Carmichael, who earned honors for the floor exercise and the all-around, and 
Reisdorff, a first-team honoree on the balance beam, set the bar high for 17 
more gymnasts over three decades of gymnastics excellence. 

Although every Husker All-American gymnast can boast a special place 
in the program's history, most notable among those honorees are Michelle 
Bryant, Heather Brink and Richelle Simpson, the only three women crowned 
NCAA Champions in 1990, 2000 and 2003, respectively. 

Heather Brink closed her career in 2000 with a Nebraska-leading 10 All- 
America certificates, while Richelle Simpson capped her brilliant Husker career 
as a nine-time All-American, despite missing the NCAA Championships as a 
senior because of an injury. 

A.J. Lamb, Libby Landgraf and Misty Oxford give Nebraska five more gymnasts 
who have claimed five or more All-America awards during their careers.

From 1997 to 2005, an era when NU qualified for the NCAA Championships 
eight times in nine years, 13 Huskers earned first-team accolades. The 2005 
season saw four Huskers earn seven All-America honors for their stellar 
accomplishments as sophomore Kristi Esposito finished second nationally on 
balance beam to earn a first-team nod. 

Freshman Emily Parsons placed third on floor exercise to grab a first-team 
award, in addition to second-team All-America status on vault, beam and the 
all-around. Parsons’ four awards were the most of any freshman in the 30 years 
of gymnastics at NU. Parsons needs just one more All-America certificate to 
become just the sixth female gymnast in Nebraska history to produce five or 
more All-America awards during her career. 

Sophomore Michele Zabawa, who had already earned two second-team honors 
in her first year, and freshman Desiré Sniatynski were named second-team 
honorees, helping to carry on the standard of excellence for Nebraska women's 
gymnastics.

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Gymnastics Glossary 


Aerial - a stunt in which the gymnast turns completely over in the air without 
touching the apparatus with his or her hands. 

Amplitude - the height, or degree of execution of a movement. In general, 
the higher the salto or the more breathtaking the movement, the better the 
amplitude and the score. 

Apparatus - one of the various pieces of equipment used in gymnastics 
competitions. 

Arch Position - the body is curved backwards. 

Back-in, Full-out - a double salto with a full twist (the complete twist 
performed during the second salto). 

Compulsories - predesigned routines which contain specific movements 
required of all gymnasts. 

Composition - the structure of a gymnastics routine. Each individual 
movement or skill is a building block; how they are arranged into an exercise 
is called the composition of the routine. 

Dismount - to leave an apparatus at the end of a routine; usually done with 
a difficult twist or salto, 

Double Back - a backward double flipping salto. Can be used in the tuck, 
pike or layout positions. 

Double-Double - a double back salto with two twists. It is most commonly 
performed with one twist in each flip (full-in, full-out) but can also be done 
with both twists in the first flip (double full-in) or both in the last flip (double 
full-out). 

Double Full or Double Twist - a backward salto with two twists. 

Execution - the performance of a routine. Form, style and the technique 
used to complete the skills constitute the level of execution of an exercise. 
Bent knees, poor toe point and an arched or loosely-held body position are all 
examples of poor execution. 

Flic-Flac - also known as a flip-flop or back handspring. Take off one or two 
feet, jump backward onto hands and land on feet. This element is used in a 
majority of tumbling passes on the floor exercise. It is also used a great deal 
on the balance beam. 

Full-in, Back-out - a double salto with a full twist (the complete twist 
performed during the first salto). 

Giant -a swing in which the body is fully extended and moving through a 
360 degree rotation around the bar. Two common giants include the backward 
giant, the most common swing, where the gymnast holds the bar with the hands 
facing forward and travels face-first around the bar, and the forward or front 
giant, where the gymnast swings around the bar back-first with the hands 
facing upward. 


Half-in, Half-out - a double salto with a half twist on the first salto and a 
half twist on the second salto. 

Handspring - springing off the hands by putting the weight on the arms 
and using a strong push from the shoulders; can be done either forward or 
backward; usually a linking movement. 

Hop - the gymnast takes off from one foot and lands on the same foot. 

Jump - the gymnast takes off from two feet. 

Kip - movement from a position below the equipment to a position above. 

Layout Position - straight or slightly arched body position, may be seen 
during a movement or a still position. 

Leap - the gymnast takes off from one foot and lands on the other foot. 

Optionals - personally designed routines which show the gymnast to the 
best advantage. 

Pike Position - body bent forward more than 90 degrees at the hips while 
the legs are kept straight. 

Pirouettes - changing direction by twisting in the handstand position. 

Punch Front - a front salto with a takeoff from two feet. Can be done ina 
tuck, pike, or layout position. Usually done out of other tumbling elements for 
bonus on floor. 

Release - leaving the bar to perform a move before regrasping it. 

Routine - a combination of stunts displaying a full range of skills on one 
apparatus. 

Rudi - forward salto with one-and-a-half twists. 

Salto - flip or somersault, with the feet coming up over the head and the 
body rotating around the axis of the waist. 

Straddle Jump - jump with legs straight out to the side. 

Tsukahara - the gymnast jumps off the springboard and then does a half 
twist before pushing off the horse backwards. 

Tuck - a position in which the knees and hips are bent and drawn into the 
chest; the body is folded at the waist. 

Twist - not to be confused with a salto, a twist occurs when the gymnast 
rotates around the body's longitudinal axis, defined by the spine. 

Virtuosity - the artistry, or the degree of rhythm and harmony, displayed while 
a movement is executed. In general, the more flowing and seamless a series of 
skills appears to be, the greater the virtuosity and the higher the score. 

Yurchenko Vault - Round-off entry onto the board, a back handspring onto 
the horse and one of the following off the horse: layout, full twist, one-and-a- 
half twist or double twist.
